Extreme Precautions as 


Its Terms. 


Both Commissions Preserve the 
Greatest Secrecy, 


Reliable Source Gives Outline 
of Contents. 
Seventeen Articles Include Ceded 


Territory, Compensation, Trade 
Commerce, Prisoners, Religion, 
Courts and Other Points. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 13.—[Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Extraordinary precautions are 
maintained by both Peace Commissions 
to preserve secrecy as to the contents 
of the treaty. Each commission has 
two copies, but even the commission at- 
tachés are not permitted to peruse the 
document." The correspondent of the 
Associated Press, however, has ob- 
tained from a source usually reliable, 
the following outline of the treaty: 

Article 1 provides for the relinquish- 
of Cuba. 

Article 2 provides for the cession of 
Porto Rico. 

Article 3 provides for the cession of 
the Philippines for $20,000,000 as com- 
pensation. 

Article 4 embraces the plans for the 
cession of the Philippines, including the 
return of the Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the Tagalos.

Article 10 establishes religious free- 
dom in the Philippines and guarantees 
to all churches equal rights. 

Article 11 provides for the composition 
of courts and other tribunals in Porto 
Rico and Cuba. | 

Article 12 provides for the administra- 
tion of justice in Porto Rico and Cuba. 

Article 13 provides for the continu- 
ance for five years of Spanish copy- 
rights in the ceded territories, giving 
Spanish books admittance free of duty. 

Article 14 provides for the establish- 
ment of consulates by Spain in the 
ceded territories. 

Article 15 grants to Spanish commerce 
in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, the same treatment as to Amer- 
icans for ten years, Spanish shipping 
to be treated as coasting vessels. 

Article 16 stipulates that the obliga- 


tions of the United States to Spanish

LONDON TIMES VERSION. 


What is Understood to Be the Text 
Without Circumlocution, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
LONDON, Dec. 14.—[By Atlantic Ca. 
ble.] The Paris correspondent of the 
Times gives the following as the text 
of the Hispano-American treaty, omit- 
ting diplomatic circumlocutions: 
“Spain relinquishes all claims of sov- 
ereignty over and title to Cuba; and as 
the island is,, upon its evacuation by 
Spain, to be occupied by the United 
States, the latter will, so long as such 
occupation shall last, assume and dis- 
charge the obligations in respect to 
protection of life and property which 
may, under international law, result 
from its occupation. 
“Spain cedes to the United States the 
island of Porto Rico and the other isl- 
ands now under Spanish sovereignty in 
the West Indies, with Guam the 
Marianao or Lardone Islands. Spain 
cedes to the United States the archi- 
pelago known as the Philippine Islands. 
“The United States will, for a term 
of ten years from the date and ex- 
change of ratifications of the present 
treaty, admit Spanish ships and mer- 
chandise to the ports of the Philippine 
Islands on the same terms as the ships 
and merchandise of the United States. 
“The United States will, on the sig- 
nature of the present treaty, send back 
to Spain at its own cost, the Spanish 
soldiers taken as prisoners-of-war on 
the capture of Manila by the Ameri- 
can forces. The arms of the soldiers 
in question shall be restored to them. 
Spain will, upon the signature of the 
present treaty, release all prisoners-of- 
war and all persons detained or. impris- 
oned for political offenses in connec-

“On their part the United States will

“The United States will, at their 
own cost, return to Spain, and the gov- 
ernment of Spain will, at its own cost 
return to the United States, Cuba, 
Porto Rico or the Philippines, accord- 
ing to the situation of their respective 
homes, the prisoners released or caused 
to be released by them, respectively, 
under this provision. 

“The United States and Spain mu- 
tually relinquish all claim for indem- 
nity, national and individual, of every 
kind, of either government or of citi- 
zens or of subjects egainst the gov- 
ernment that may have arisen since 
-the beginning of the late insurrection 
in Cuba and prior to the exchange of 
ratifications of the present treaty, in- 
cluding all claims for indemnity for 
the cost of the war. The United 
States will adjudicate and settle the 
claims of its citizens against Spain, re. 
linquished under this stipulation. 

“Spanish subjects, natives of the 
peninsula. residing in the teritory over 
which Spain by the present treaty re- 
linquishes or ceded her sovereignty 
may remain in such teritory or may re- 
move therefrom, retaining in either 
event all their rights of property, in- 
cluding the right to sell or dispose of 
such property or its croceeds, and they 
shall also have the right to carry on 
their industry, commerce and profes- 
sion, being subject in respect thereof 
to such laws as are applicable to other 
foreigners. In the event of their re- 
maining in the territory, they may 
preserve their allegiance to the crown 
of Spain by making, before a court of 
record, within a year from the date of 
exchange of ratification of the treaty, 
a deckaration of their decision to pre- 
serve such allegiance, in default of 
which -declaration they shall be held 
to have renounced it and to have 
adopted the nationality of the terri- 
tory in which they may reside. 

“The civil rights and political status 
of the native inhabitants of the ter- 
ritory hereby ceded to the United 
States shall be determined by Con- 
gress. The inhabitants of the territory 
over which Spain relinquishes or cedes 
her sovereignty shall be secured in the 
free exercise of their religion. 

“Spaniards residing in the territories 
over which Spain, by this treaty, cedes 
or relinauishes her sovereignty shall 
be subject in matters civil, as well as 
criminal. to the jurisdiction of the 
courts. of the country in which they re- 
side, pursuant the Srainary laws 
governing the sate, and they shall 
have the right to appear before such 
court and to pursue the same course 
as citizens of the country to which th 


“The right of property secured by 
copyrights and patents acquired by 
the Spaniards .in the Island of Cuba 
and in Porto Rico and the Philippines 
and the other ceded territories, at the 
time of the exchange of ratifications 
of the treaty, shall continue and shall 
be respected. Spanish _ scientific, lit- 
erary and artistic works, not subversive 
of public order in the territories, shall 
continue to be admitted free of duty 
into. such territories for a period of 
ten years, to be reckoned from the 
date of the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of the treaty. 

“Spain shall have the right to es- 
tablish consular officers in the ports 
and other places of the territories, 


relinquished or ceded by the present 
treaty. The government of each coun- 
trv will. for a term of ten years from 
the exchange of ratifications, accord 
to the merchant. vessels of the other 
country the same treatment in respect 
of all port charges, including entrance 
and clearance duties, light dues and 
tonnage duties, as it accords to its 
own merchant vessels not engaged in 
coastwise trade. This provision may 
at any time be términated on six 
months’ notice given by either gov- 
ernment to the other. 

“Tt is understood that any obligation 
assumed in this treaty by the United 
States, with respect to Cuba, is limited 
to the time of occupation by the United 
States of that island, but the United 
States government will, upon the ter- 
mination of such occupation, advise 
any government established in the isl- 
and to assume the same obligations.” 


TREATIES REGULATING COM- 
MERCE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—For some 
time to come the United States and 
Spain must get along without any 
treaty to regulate commerce between 
the two countries. An effort was made 
at Paris to secure an arrangement 
with the Spanish commission looking 
to the revival of the old treaty until 
it could be replaced by another, but 
this having failed, no negotiations for 
new commercial treaties will be under- 
taken before ratification of the peace 
treaty. 


MADRID ASSERTIONS.

MADRID, Dec. 13.—It is asserted 
here that the Premier, Sefior Sagasta, 
will obtain a royal decree dissolving 
the chambers before the ratification of 
the peace treaty.

before asking the Cortes to ratify the 
treaty, will confer with Sefior Montero 
Rios, president of the Spanish Peace 
Commission; and it is further asserted 
that, owing to the existence of oppo- 
sition to the treaty, the United States 
Senate wil] not confirm it.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—At the 
opening of the debate on the Nicaragua 
Canal Bill in the Senate today, Senator 
Morgan had read a letter from the Sec- 
retary of State, transmitting Minister 
Merry’s statement of his representae- 
tions to President Zelaya of Nicaragua 
concerning the canal concession, and 
also a cammunication made to Hon. W, 
R. Grace, in behalf of the syndicate 
which has recently obtained a concese- 
sion from Nicaragua in antagonism to 
the Maritime Canal Company. 

The letter of Minister Merry to Sec- 
“It is my duty to 
further inform you that my telegram 
to Consul Donaldson, requesting him 
to personally present your remon- 
strance to the President (of Nicaragua) 
reached him after the ‘option’ to the 
canal speculators had been signed, but 
fully one day before the Nicaraguan 
Congress, that was specially called to 
confirm it, passed upon it favorably. I 
am informed that it is an option of one 
year only, but hope soon to send you 
more precise information in reference 
“hereto.” 

In a letter dated San José Costa Rica, 
October 28, 1898, to Gen. Zelaya, Presis 
dent of Nicaragua, Minister Merry 
said: 

“I have the honor to advise that I 
have this day received the following 
cable from the government of the 
United States: ‘You will recognize the 
great expediency of continuing the 
present status of the Nicaraguan Canal 
question until Congress shall have had 
opportunity to act and remonstrate 
against any arrangements which may 
substitute new conditions for those now 
existing.’ 

“Under these instructions, I have toe 
day telegraphed to the United States 
Consul at Managua, requesting him to 
present the remonstrance of the United 
States government against any change 
of the conditions connected with the 
Nicaragua Canal concession. I trust 
that Your Excellency will decide it in 
the interests of the country which ene 
trusts its destinies to your able and 
patriotic guidance to accede to the 
policy herein suggested so important 
to the future development and prose 
perity of Nicaragua and as due to the 
friendly relations between Your Exe 
cellency’s government and that of the- 
United States, which has been my spee 
cial endeavor te. promote. I may be 
permitted to add my personal assure 
ances of a sincere desire to use every 
honorable influence to secure to Your 
Excellency the proud record of ime 
portant and patriotio aid in opening 
the ocean highway for the world’s 
commerce through beautiful Nica@e 
ragua.”’ 

The letter of William R. Grace ig 
dated December 2, 1898, and, after ag. 
serting that the Cardenas-Menocal 
concession had been forféited and that 
the concession granted Eyre and Cragin 
would be effective in October, says: 
“The syndicate is satisfied that it 
will be able to secure money to come 
plete the canal. It holds that the canal] 
is an enterprise from which private 
capital should not be eliminated, but 
respecting the opinion of those who fear 
having such a highway in private 
hands, the syndicate fs willing to are 
range 2 basis on which the United 
States government would control the 
tariffs and participate in the manage- 
ment of the canal, and Mr. Grace sube 
mits the following terms: 

“The Interoceanic Canal Company te 
be organized under a State charter, 
capital to be $100,000,000, with the right 
to issue mortgage bonds to the amount 
of 3150,000,000 at 4 per cent. and a sinke 
ing fund of one-half of 1 per cent. after 
twenty years; the United States govs 
ernment to guarantee interest at 3 pep 
cent. on $50,000,000 of the mortgage in-« 
debtedness, taking a second mortgage 
as security, the guarantee not to bé 
given until the company has invested 
$1.000,000 in the enterprise; the gov- 
ernment can appoint five directors of 
a board of fifteen; the syndicate will 
consent to the disbursement of the 
money raised upon the government 
guarantee, to be subject to audit by the 
government.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Grace says the 
syndicate is desirous of meeting the 
wishes of the President in every pos- 
sible way, and to allay the fears of 
people who think the great work shewid | 
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not be left to uncontrolled private 
management. 


ALGER’S ARMY. 


Senators are Surprised at the Needs 
of Cuba. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Many members of the Sen- 
afe and House are discussing at length 
the proportions assumed by the esti- 
mates for the army. In the Senate 
Gommittee on Appropriations today 
there was openly expressed much sur- 
prise when Secretary Alger announced 
that the army of occupation would 
number 60,000, according to the present 
plan. Many Senators had considered 
that 5000 would be sufficient for all 
needs. 

Chairman Cannon of the House 
Committee on Appropriations today 
gaid that the estimate of his committee 
was based on 20,000 troops in the Phil- 
ippines, and that occupation under a 
military governor would, in his opin- 
jon, continue for at least three years. 
While the War Department has de- 
cided that it will send a portion of the 
regulars by way of the Suez Canal, 
with New York as the point of debark- 
ation, it is not the intention to send 
supplies from the eastern coast. San 
Francisco will continue to be the mar- 
ket for everything needed by the troops 
in so far as supplies can be obtained 
there.

CLOSING SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT,] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—In his. open- 
ing prayer in the Senate today, Chap- 
lain Milburn made a touching aliu3ion 
to the death of Mrs. Bright, wife of the 
sergeant-at-arms of the Senate. 

The Senate passed a bill iacreasing 
the pension of Eleazir Smith of New 
Hampshire, who is over 100 years old 
and one of the three survivors of the 
war of 1812, to $30 a month. 

Mr. Berry gave notice of an amenrd- 
ment he will offer to the Nicaragua 
Canal Bill providing for the direct ap- 
propriation of money for the construc- 
tion of the canal and limiting the cost 
to $115,000,000. The amendment provides 
for the construction of the canal by 
the Maritime Canal Company, and 
gives the government a lien upon the 
property to be foreclosed under circum- 
stances fully enumerated. 

Mr. Berry stated the object of the 
amendment to be to eliminate the bond 
feature of the bill. Another was tuo de- 
prive the Maritime Canal Company of 
any shares of the stock as in the pres- 
ent bill, leaving the United States, Nic- 
aragua and Costa Rica the only stock- 
holders. 

Mr. Rowlins _ gave notice of an 
amendment to the Nicaragua bill, pro- 
viding that the act should not go into 
effect until the United States should 
secure by a treaty the right to fortify 
and garrison the canal, to send armed 
vessels and munitions of war through 
it in time of war, and to close it against 
any other nation with which the United 
States may be at war. 

Mr. Morrill, in accordance with pre- 
vious notice, addressed the Senate on 
his bill authorizing the purchase of a 
gite east of the Capitol grounds in 
Washington for a building for the 
United States Supreme Court. Notwith- 
standing his advanced age, the vener- 
able Senator handled the subject with 
exceptional vigor and effectiveness. He 
urged the propriety of erecting a 
building in keeping with the dignity of 
the court, and claimed that the recent, 
fire in the court’s quarters in the Capi- 
tol, emphasized the importance of the 
measure. The Senate, after the speech, 
promptly passed the Supreme Court 
site Bill. 

A bill was passed authorizing the 
Choctaw and Memphis Railroad to con- 
struct bridges over the Arkansas and 
other navigable rivers in Arkansas. 

Mr. Simon, the new Senator from Ore- 

' gon, was placed upon the following 
committees: Mines and Mining. Irriga- 
tion, Revolutionary Claims, Potomac 

River Front and Trespasses Upon In- 
dian Lands. 

Bills were passed as follows: Grant- 
ing right-of-way to the Kettle River 
Valley Railroad Company of Washing- 
ton through the Colville Indian reserva- 
tion; for the relief of homestead set- 
tlers in Florida, who were driven from 
their homes by the storm of _ 1896; 
amending section 4766 of the Revised 
Statutes relating to pensions, providing 
that in cases in which pensioners desert 
their wives or children, one-half the 
pension ghall be paid to them. 

HOUSE.—When the House met today 
the previous question had been ordered 
on the passage of the bill which was 
under consideration when the House 
adjourned yesterday to amend the laws 
relating to the shipping of seamen, and 
the vote was taken by ayes and nays. 
The amendments were disagreed to, 
105 to 125, and the bill was passed with- 
out division. 

On motion of Mr. Hay (Dem.) of Vir- 
ginia, a resolution was adopted calling 
upon the Secretary of War for informa- 
tion as to what towns in Porto Rico. 
Cuba and the Philippines are required 
to be garrisoned: how many troops will 
be necessary for that purpose, and how 
many soldiers will be needed for the 
United States proper. | 

Another resolution was adopted call- 
ing upon the Secretary of State for in- 
formation as to the alleged outrage 
upon Bishop Ear! Cranston at Peking, 
China, in September last, and as toa 
what, if any. steps had been taken to 
secure suitable redress. 

The House then went into comenittee 
of the whole. and took up the  Dis- 
trict Appropriation Bill. The bil] did 
not contain any new items that were 
controverted, and passed without 
amendment, after which, at 2:40 p.m., 
the House adjourned. « 

The House also nassed the Senate 
bill, which was under consideration 
yesterday, to amend the laws relating 
to seamen. A!}] the amendments were 
rejected. 


MORGAN EXPOSES GRACE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—-Mr. Turpie 


(Dem.,) of Indiana then addressed the 
“Senate on the Nicaragua Canal Bill, 


saying that no one could excel him in 


zeal in advocating the isthmian canal, 
but while he saw the vast advantage 


pleading for the continuation of the 
debate, saying there were many points 
connected with the enterprise upon 
which light could not possibly be 
thrown by the Walker report. He de- 
nied that the Maritime Company had 
ever applied to the United States for 
assistqgnoe, but on ghe other hand, the 
applic@tion had been made to them be- 
cause ghey owned the only concession. 
He deMlared in answer to a suggestion 
from Mr. Turpie that it would never 
be possible to get an agreement binding 
the United States, Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, because of Costa Rica’s suspicion 
of Nicaragua. 

Costa Rica knew perfectly well that 
Nicaragua was so desirious of nothing 
50 much as the downfall of Costa Rica. 
He spoke of Costa Rica’s “bargain 
counter” in the matter of granting con- 
cessions, and when Mr. Turpie_inter- 
rupted him with the statement that 
this was not an expression of amity 
toward Nicaragua, he retorted that Mr. 
Turpie was growing sentimental on the 
subject. He declared that Mr. Grace's 
purpose in getting a new contract was 
not to build a canal, but to own it—to 
hold up the government. He denounced 
this concession as a “rascally con- 
tract.” 
Mr. Grace had called on him twice 
in one day without being invited, and 
had urged the abandonment of govern- 
ment aid. In reply to a question from 
him, Mr. Grace had said he expected 
to get his money to build the canal 
from London. This fact showed where 
we were drifting, and was there a 
Senator who would be willing to see 
the canal under the control of for- 
eigners?

THE COMMISSARIAT. 


Gen, Enagan’s Views on Provender 
for the Troops. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 13.—Commis- 
sary-General Eagan of the War De- 
partment continued his testimony in 
the War Investigation Commissoin to- 
day. He urged that the subsistence 
department should control the trans- 
portation of all its supplies and the 
furnishing of means for cooking and 
eating. He said the Secretary of War 
today approved a bill authprizing the 


furnish bake ovens, mess equipment, 
.ete., which was much needed. 

He thought the quartermaster-gener- 
al’s department was overburdened with 
duties innumerable. He pointed out 
that the British army was not as well 
fed by any means as our own, and that 
rations already provided the United 
States soldiers are satisfactory, with 
the possible addition of dried fruits. 
He spoke of the constant and urgent 
opportunities which, he said, sometimes 
amounted to persecution, that various 
articles of food be added to the regular 
rations. These importunities were 
backed by strong support and heavy 
capital. One well-known Senator, 
whose name he withheld, he said, had 
proposed and insisted on one article 
being added which, he claimed, would 
cost only about a cent a ration. While 
this might be so, for the whole army, 
its cost would amount to an amazing 
figure. 

He said he believed beer should be 
furnished the men in such quantities 


standing in the hospital portico re-|#as the commanding officers may decide 


to be best, and in the interest of the 
men he would be willing to incur the 
hostility of the blue-ribbon societies. 

Referring to a complaint of the beef 
given the men in Porto Rico at the

WAITED UNTIL THERE 
WAS PEACE. 


BILLY BOY 


Now He’s A-talking for He Thinks 
He Can Make Himself Heard—He 


in Danger and Needs His Views. 
Silver Ain’t in It. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAVANNAH (Ga.,) Dec. 13.—Col. 
William J. Bryan, upon leaving his 
command today, the Third Nebraska, 
gave out the following interview: ‘My 
reason for leaving the army was set 
forth in my letter to the adjutant- 
general, tendering my resignation. Now 
that the treaty of peace has been con- 
cluded, I believe that I can be more 
useful to my country as a civilian than 
as a soldier.’’ 

Col. Bryan then proceeds to the dis. 
cussion of public questions, saying: 

“The people of the United States, 
having rescued Cuba from foreign con- 
trol, may now resume the discussion 
of the domestic problems which con- 
front this nation, and to the consider- 
ation of the new questions arising out 
of the war. I may be in error, but in 
my judgment our nation is in greater 
danger just now than Cuba. Our peo- 
ple defended Cuba against foreign 
arms, now they must defend them- 
selves and their country against 
foreign idea~—the colonial idea of Eu- 
ropean nations. Heretofore greed has 
perverted the government and used its 
instrumental interference for private 
gain, but now the very foundation 
principles of our government are as- 
saulted. 

"The imperialistic idea is directly 
antagonistic to the idea and _ ideals 
which have been cherished by the 
American people since the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence. Our 
nation must give up any intention of 
entering upon a colonial policy (such as 
is now pursued by European countries,) 
or it must abandon the doctrine that 
governments derive their just powers 
from the consent.of the governed. 
“We believe that governments come 
up from the people, or we may believe 
that governments come down the 
people from those who possess the 
heaviest cannon and the longest ships, 
but- we cannot advocate both doctrines. 
To borrow a Bible quotation: ‘A house 
divided against itself cannot stand.’ 
Paraphrasing Lincoln’s declaration, I 
may add that this nation cannot en- 
dure half republic and half colony— 
half free and half vassal. Our form of 
government, even traditions, our pres- 
ent interests and our future welfare, 
all forbid our entering upon a career 
of conquest. 

“Jefferson has been quoted in sup- 
port of imperialism, but our opponents 
must distinguish between expansion in 
the Western Hemisphere, and an ex- 
pansion that involves in the quarrel of 
Europe and the Orient. They must still 
further distinguish between expansion 
which secures contiguous territory for 
future settlement and expansion, and 
that which secures us alien. races for 
future subjugation. Jefferson favored 
the annexation of necessary contiguous 
territory on the North American con- 
tinent, but he was opposed to wars of 
conquest, and expressly condemned the 
acquiring of remote territory.” |. 
When asked how the colonial policy 
could be prevented, Col. Bryan said: 
“Some think that the fight should 
be made against the ratification of the 
treaty, but I would prefer another 
plan. If the treaty is rejected, nego- 
tiations must be renewed, and instead 
of settling the question according to 
our ideas, we must settle it by diplo- 
macy, with the possibility of interna- 
tional complications. It will be easier, 
I think, to end the war at once by 
ratifying the treaty, and then deal with 
the subject in our own way. The issue 
can. be presented directly by a resolu- 
tion of Congress declaring the policy 
of the nation upon this subject. The 
President in his message says that our 
only purpose in taking possession of 
Cuba is to establish a stable govern- 
ment, and then turn that government 
over to the people of Cuba. 
“Congress could reaffirm this purpose 
in regard to Cuba, and assert the 
same in regard to the Philippines and 
Porto Rico. Such a resolution would 
make a clear-cut issue between the 
doctrine of self-government and the 
doctrine of imperialism. We should re- 
serve a harbor and coaling station in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines in re- 
turn for services rendered, and I think 
we would be justified in asking the 
same concessions from Cuba. 

“In the case of Porto Rico, where 
the people have as yet expressed no 
desire for an independent government, 
we might with propriety declare our 
willingness to annex the islands if the 
citizens desire annexation; but the 
Philippines are too far away and their 
people too different from ours to be an- 
nexed to the United States, even if 
they desired it.”

STEAD’S STEADY JOB. 


THE JOURNALIST WANTS EMPLOY- 
MENT AT PEACE WORK. 


He is Willing to Be the Harbinger 
of Good Tidings to All Men if 
America Will Stand In—Carlists 
Active in France.

YORK, Dec. 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] William T. Stead, the Lon- 
don journalist who is continually posing 
for notoriety, has evolved a_ great 
scheme to enter upon a crusade of uni- 
versal peace. He sets out a thrilling 
programme of pilgrimage through all 
nations, beginnig at San Francisco and 
ending at St. Petersburg. Stead has 
lately been interviewing the Czar on 
his pet hobby of universal peace, and 
says that the ruler is overwhelmed 
with mortification at the apparent 
apathy in England and America at his 
“holy war against war,"’ so he (Stead) 
has come to the conclusion to take the 
matter up, and knows no better place 
to begin than on the Pacific Coast and 
work eastward over the two conti- 
nents, 

HIS PLAN. 

His plan is to organize local peace 
committees to arrange for a world’s 
peace conference. These shall name a 
national committee to appoint an An- 
glo-American joint deputation, to have, 
say, twenty members, fifteen men and 
five women. Ten of these will be chosen 
from the United Kingdom, the other 
ten being representatives of Enélish- 
speaking people onthissideofthe At- 
lantic, among whom the Canadians 
would naturally find a place. He antic- 
ipates no difficulty in getting a com- 
mittee in the United States. When the 
committee meets in London it is to 
begin a general crusade over Europe, 
the object in view being a truce for 
God for five or ten years; the halt or 
arrest of armaments for the same pe- 
riod, and an international agreement 
not to provoke wars’ until mediation 
shall have been evoked before a last 
resort to the sword. 

CARLISTS IN FRANCE.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—[Exclu- 


‘sive Dispatch.] From the mountains 


and valleys of Siskiyou to the lewer 
San Joaquin Valley, welcome rain is 
falling, and miners and farmers are 
hopeful that the long dry spell is to 
end with a genuine December storm. 
In nearly every section of California 
north of the Tehacepi Mountains, the 
sky at midnight was heavily clotded, 
and the wind was blowing steadily 
from the south, indicating a genercus 
downpour. 

At Stockton over half an inch fell 
between 9 and 12 o’clock tonight, and 
there was every prospect ol a ]10- 
tracted storm. Ata late hour rain was 
falling gently, but steadily over most 
of the Sacramento Valley. The sane 
report came from San José, and in 
both sections the wind from the south, 
and farmers were hopeful cf a gener- 
ous soaking. At 12 o’clock the sky was 


heavily clouded at Fresno and the wind 


was in the right corner to bring the 
much-needed rain. From many points 
in Sonoma ani Solano counties revorts 
tell of a steady downpour, with favor- 
able indications for a protracted storm. 

There was a heavy fall of snow at 
Dunsmuir, bringing as much joy to 
the miners as does the rain to the 
farmers in the valleys.

Dunning or Mrs. Deane, and that he 
did not: kmow ufitil two days later 
that they had eaten candy. 

Dr. Downs, of Dover, Del., who also 
attended Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. Deane 
gave testimony smilar to that given 
by the preceding witness. 

Dr. Wolf, the amalytical chemist who 
analyzed some of the candies sent to 
Mrs.. Dumning, testified that he ana- 
lyzed three pieces of candy, and found 
about half a grain of porcelain arsenic 
in the three pieces. He idemtified some 
of the candy, but could not identify, the 
box. His testimony was of an ex- 
pert nature.

AN ARIZONA TRAGEDY. 

A. Shepard Stabbed by Luis 

Chavez—Mexican Methods. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NOGALES (Ariz,,) Dec. 13.—Yester- 
day morning at, , noita, a station on 
the New Mexico a d Arizona Railroad, 
between Nogales and Benson, E. A. 
Shepard was stabbed by Luis Chavez, 
from the effects of which he died eleven 
hours later. Shepard was employed 
by the railroad company as foreman of 
a gang of men at work fencing the 
company’s right-of-way. Chavez had 
worked for Shepard a little more than 
a day, then quit and demanded his 
money. Shepard, in compliance with 
the rules of the company, paid Chavez 
75 per cent. of the amount due, and 
gave him a time check for the balance. 
Chavez, not satisfied, threatened to kill 
Shepard if he did not get all the money 
due him, $1.25. 

The stabbing occurred about 7 
o’clock in the morning, as the section 
men were going to work. Shepard was 
in his car and Chavez attempted to get 
in. Shepard tried to keep him out, 
when Chavez drew a large knife from 
under his separe and plunged it into 
Shepard’s left side, just below the nip- 
ple. After being stabbed, Shepard got 
on a hand car with some of his men, 
and started for Crittenden, the nearest 
telegraph station, from where he could 
send for medical assistance. Four or 
five Mexicans, friends of Chavez, 
stopped the car and compelled the dy- 
ing man to go the other way. As soon 
as the telegraph office was reached, 
word was sent to Nogales, and the 
army surgeon at Fort Huachuca was 
sent for. The physician did not reach 
the wounded man until noon. 

A special train was made up at No- 
gales, with Trainmaster Gibson, Road- 
master Montague and Dr. Chenoweth, 
to give what assistance was possible 
to the dying man. The train returned 
at 12:30 o’clock this morning, bringing 
the body of Shepard. The Coroner's 
inquest was held, and a verdict of mur- 


der returned, in accordance with the 
above facts.

SHINGLE MILLS QUIT. 


Manufacturers Want to Hold the 
Market—Industry All Right. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SEATTLE, Dec. 13.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Fully 75 per cent. of the shingle 
mills of the State of Washington have 
shut down and will not resume work 
until after the holidays, possibly the 
time may be extended. The closing of 
the mills might be taken to indicate 
that the industry was in @ bad condi- 
tion. Such is not the case. The manu- 
facturers have an eye to business. They 
intend to control the output and prices 
for the’ spring instead of being under- 
sold by speculators in the Middle West 
and East. 

Shipments of shingles by water this 
year from Washington will not exceed 
30,000,000 pieces; by rail they will not 
exceed 3,000,000,000. If the mills keep on 
producing while there is no demand in 
the East, on account of winter, then 
the market is glutted, specwlators will 
buy up the stock, and in the spring 
Washington men cannot get even a 
fair price. By shutting down the mar- 
ket is held where it should be, the 
shingle men say.

FORMOSA ATROCITIES. 


Rebels Attack a Village and Kill 
Japanese Officials. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13:—Terrible 
atrocities are reported from Formosa.. 
Two hundred rebels recently attacked 
a village, surprising the people and 
looting the place. They burned thirty- 
seven houses. A Japanese police in- 
spector and six constables perished in 
repelling the attack. One constable was 
captured alive. The insurgents fastened 
on his back the bloody heads of his com- 
panions and drove him before them 
into the woods. Reinforcements were 
semt to the village, where the mutilated 
bodies of the victims were found. One 
constable who escaped, killed his own 
wife and child with his Japanese sword 
to prevent them from becoming cap- 
tives. He was then killed by the say- 
ages. 

There is much disquietude among the, 
inhabitants of Hankow since the re- 
cent fire. in which .000 people lost their 
lives. Several smaller fires thave oc- 
curred since, all believed ta be the work 
of incendiaries. The Shanghai Daily 
Press says five Chinese were caught in 
the act of igniting many dwellings. 
They were thrown into the flames and 
burned alive.

WASHED FROM FACTORIES AND 


HOUSES BY THE FLOOD. 


Total of Causalties Unknown—Three 
Dead Bodies Recovered—About 
Seventeen Injured—Engineer 
and Contractor Arrested. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The great 
steel gas tank of the Consolidated Gas 
Company, at Avenue A and Twentieth 
street, the largest of its kind in the 
world, collapsed at 6:30 o'clock this 
afternoon. It went down with a crash 
and roar like a great explosion. 

Masonry of granite blocks and bricks, 
to the height of fifty feet, fell like a 
child’s toy house of blocks and loosened 
from bondage 8,000,000 gallons of water 
which’ deluged the streets and in a ten- 
foot tidal wave,q@arried death and de- 


struction through the «surrounding 
neighborhood. is not known how 
many were killed and injured. The 


dead so far recovered are: 
ANDREW WENDT, workman. 
JOHN GRAY, 75 years old. 
PIUS BAUM, engineer in adjacent 


Seriously injured: 

CATHERINE O'CONNELL, leg frao- 
tured. 

PETER WALKER, dislocated shoul- 
der. 


About fifteen others so far as has 
been learned, were injured more or less 
severely or almost drowned.

The steel tank was 178 feet in diam-

Mary Ann O'Connell and her little | 
four-year-old sister, Catherine, were 
Seated at the front window of the sec- 
ond floor of No. 33 Avenue A. Before 
they could turn to flee, a rush of water 
Struck them both, smashing them 
through the door and carrying them 
half a block distant. Both were ter- 
injured, the little one perhaxg 
a y. 

Henry Fuldner was taken up bodily 
and carried almost to Twenty-first 
street. His son was carried out of his 
office by the water, but was caught 
in the débris, and but for the timely 
arrival of some workmen with axes, 
he would have been drowned. 

Andrew Wendt, one of the killed, 
Was near the base of the tank when it 
collapsed. He was caught by the rush- 
ing waters. His mangled and almost 
naked body was found against an ele- 
vated railroad pillar at Twenty-first 
street and First avenue, more than a 
block away. - 

W. J. Logan, of the Logan Iron 
Works of Greenpoint, L. I., the con- 
tractor who was building the tank. ar- 
rived on the scene within a few m‘@- 
utes after the collapse, and was placed 
under arrest. 

W. H. Bradley, chief engineer of the 
Consolidated Gas Company, and said 
to be jointly responsible for the work 
with Contractor Logan, was also 
Ppiaced under arrest. They were 
charged with homicide, and their bail 
was fixed at $10,000 each.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. 13.—The 
eighteenth annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor had 
hardly gotten down to business this 
morning when a recess until 2 o'clock 
was taken. <A _ flood of resolutions, 
touching a wide range of subjects were 
introduced by various delegates. 

One resolution of partizular interest 
was offered by Delegate ~smuel A.utler 
of New York, general treaswer of the 
National Garment Workers’ Urion. It 
called upon the United States govern- 
ment to give its clothing to union shops 
for manufacture, instead of sweat 
shops. The resolution was ziven to a 
committee. It is said it will, without 
doubt, be adopted, and a telegram was 
sent at once to Washington mnahing the 
demand: set forth in the resolution. - 

James O’Connell of Chicago, grand 
master of the. Machinists’ Union. of- 
fered a resolution giving the iachin- 
ists jurisdiction over all men employed 
mechanically in the care of linotype 
machines. There has-been a contro- 
versy between the printers and ma- 
chinists as to which union should con- 
trol this particular labor. This reso- 
lution was referred to a committee, A 
hot fight on it is expected wher the 
resolution shall be r2ported back to the 
committee. 

James Duncan, representative of the 
Infernational,Granite Cutters, meade a 
report of his attendance as a delegate 
to the British Trade Congress of Great 
Britain last August. Mr. Punean de- 
Clared that the English trade unions 
had made splendid progress i; securing 
legislation tending to reforms alone dif- 
ferent lines.

-BOOTH-TUCKER MAKES HIS AN- 
NUAL REPORT. 


Tells of His Theory of Deliverance 
for the Poor Who are "Rotting 


and Festering” in Slums and 
Tenements—The Army’s Farm 
Colonics. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. | 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The cight- 
eenth annual rally of the Salvation 
Army was held tonight at Carnegie 
Hall and drew out a very large audi- 
ence. Commander Booth-Tucker and 
Mrs. Tucker were present and took an 
active part in the exercises. 
~ Commander Booth-Tucker made his 
annual report on the army’s farm colo- 
nies, as follows: 

“Three million poor are rotting end 
festering in the slums and tenements of 
our great cities. They constitute our 
Israel in Egypt. They are the sons and 
daughters of our great and happy 
country, our fellow-citizens, the broth- 
ers and sisters of our common human- 
ity. A year ago, I formulated the the- 
ory of deliverance as follows: Place 
the waste labor on the waste laras, by 
means of waste capital and thereby 
convert this waste 

rinity of production. 
Booth-Tucker explained 
that this was not a new thought, and | 
told of the former efforts in the same 
line made by the army in other parts 
of the world, all of which have proven 
very successful. Of the American colo- 
said: 
experiment now comprises three 
colonies. First, Fort Amity, in Col- 
orado, in the fertile valley of the 
River Arkansas, and under the Buf- 
falo Canal, which is connected with 
the immense irrigation system of the 
Great Plains Water Storage and Amity 
Canal Company; second, Fort Her- 
rick, in Ohio, about twenty miles from 
Cleveland; third, Fort 
Romie in California, not far from the 
famous Hotel del Monte, near the bay 
Monterey.” 

coun. Booth-Tucker then detailed the 
founding of each of these, describing 
the lands and the improvements made. 
Fort Amity consists of 640 acres near 
Holly, on the line of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railway in the 
famous watermelon district. Said the 
general: 

“There are now about one hundred 
colonists, including men, women and 
children on our Fort Amity colony. 
Having thoroughly satisfied ourselves 
as to the desirability of the location, we 
are anxious during the coming spring. 
‘to add fifty families to the settlement.. 
‘Our operations will, however, have nat- } 
urally to be limited to the amount of 
capital available for extension. Fort 
Herrick contains 288 acres and is lo- 
cated about twenty miles from Cleve- 
land. There are now twenty-five col- 
onists, including men, women and chil- 
dren, upon the land.” 

Of Fort Romie, Commander Booth- 
Tucker said: ‘Nestled in the beautiful 
-valley of the Salinas, near the bay of 
Monterey, is our California colony. A 
fine sweep of 500 acres of rich agricul- 
tural land has been leased with option 
of purchase, the yearly rental mean- 
while being credited toward the price. 
The cottages have been built and the 
land divided into ten-acre tracts, while 
an irrigation pumping plant has been 
erected, supplying water from the ad- 
joining river. The soil is admirably 
suited for’ potatoes, sugar beets and 
alfalfa, as» well as for almost every 
other variety of agricultural products. 

“The nearness of the famous beet- 
sugar factory of Claus Spreckels, at 
Watsonville, and the fact that a sec- 
ond and still larger factory is being 
erected by him at: Salinas, render the 
success of this colony doubly certain. 
The valley is also famous for its po- 
tatoes, which command the highest 
market price, and of which we have 
this year an abundant crop. There are 
now about seventy colonists, including 
men, women and children, upon this 
colony, and several of the families are 
already negotiating for the purchase of 
their land. : 

“The present position of our three 
colonies is such as to effectually demon- 
strate the following facts: ‘First, that 
it is a mistake to suppose that the 
working classes in our great cities are 
unwillnig to settle upon the land: sec- 
ond, that if wisely selected, as ours 
have been, the colonists will work hard 
and intelligently for the developing of 
their future homes: third, that they 
will not run away or become homesick. 
but will hold on, even in the face of 
exceptional hardships and difficulties; 
fourth, that the cost of colonizing, ow- 
ing to the cheapness and yet efficiency 
of our supervision is comparatively 
small. The original estimate of -$500 


per family, exclusive of the cost of 
land. is being considerably improved 
upon at the time of writing: fifth. that 
the colonists are not only willing to 
work, but willing to nay back all th> 
money spent upon them: sixth, that 
their abilitv to pay back is insured.’ ”’ 

Commander Booth-Tucker gave a list 
of prominent men in all parts of the 
country who have given their aid to 
the movement, and closed with a state- 
ment of the finances of the three col- 
onies. There was a liberal response to 
the appeal for funds. 


PURCHASE OF LOUISIANA. 


Steps Toward Celebrating a Centen- 
nial Commemorative Observance.

Vitation to the States of the Louisiana 
purchase to participate in a conference 
in St. Louis, January 10 next, to deter- 
mine the place and character of a com- 
memorative observance of the centen- 
nial anniversary of the purchase of the 
Louisiana Territory from France, has 
been issued by Gov.

They Stepped from One Track Onto 
Another in Front of a Fast Ex-

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) Dec. 13.—Nine 
men were killed and three injured at 
Winspure bridge near Corfu, on the 
New York Central Railroad today. 
They were Poles, with the: exception 
of John Warner, their foreman, who 
is among the killed. The men were 
engaged in shoveling snow. All were 
frightfully mutilated. The men stepped 
from the track to avoid an approach- 


ing train, right in front of a fast ex- 


press train running in the same di- 
rection as the first, and were literally 


ground to pieces. Engineer Smith of 
‘the express, in an interview, said: 


“T could.see nothing-ahead of me, but 
I thought the place looked bad and 
blew my whistle: I had let up on the 
whistle when I heard my fireman give 
a yell. He did not call for brakes, but 
I slapped on the air the minute I heard 
him. He had seen a man beside the 
track, though he had not seen any one 
struck. A moment after I applied the 
brakes I saw a man shoot up into the 
air on my side of the cab. He was as 
high as.the smokesteck when I saw 
him. He came down on the freight 


‘train, which was running along on that 


side, and was carried a mile before he 
fell off. . 

““My train stopped in about two train 
lengths, and the sight that I saw when 
I got out was the most horrible I have 
ever -witnessed. The dead and man- 
gled were-lying on both sides of the 
track, just as they had been thrown. I 
did not see them until after we had 
struck them. I did not see them come 
on the track, and until my fireman 


yelled I did not know they were there.”

IT TOOK STAMPS. 


Transfer of Gold-mining Property 
Swells War Revenue Fund. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MILWAUKEE, Dec. 13.—The trans- 
fer of a piece of gold-mining property 
known as the Dahlonega Consolidated 
Gold Mining Company of Georgia. of 
Which Christian Wahl of Milwaukee 
Was the owner, required an outlay in 
revenue stamps of $9180. This amount 
is said to be the largest on record in 
the history of the revenue office of the 
United States in the transfer of one 
piece of property. 

It took $50,000 worth of stamps for the 
fJeed of the propérty, and the remain- 
der for contracts and stock certificates. 
The total represents 4671 acres of land 
and improvements, such as stamp mills 
railroad track, elevators, ete. A com- 
pany capitalized at $5,000,000, largely 
composed of Ohioans, was the purchas- 
ers. The purchase price is not known. 
Toledo is the home office of the com- 
pany.

FATAL EXPLOSION. 


— Dust Ignites in a Mine After a 
Blast. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


POTEAU (I. T.,) Dec. 13.—A few minutes 
after 9 o’clock last night, in Mine No. 2 of 
the Indian Oklahoma and Rathway Coal 
Company, Situated about three miles from 
this place, a terrific explosion took place. 
Five men are known to have lost their 
lives from the immediate effects, and about 
twenty-three more are buried in the shaft. 
The explosion was caused by the ignition 
of coal dust after a blast had been fired. 
It was something terrific, and very plainly 
heard in this place. The timber work of 
the hoist was blown high into the air and 
-the shattered remains caught on fire. 

Over a hundred men were at work in 
the mine at the time of the explosion, and 
only about one-half of these has been ac- 
counted for. Those who escaped were em- 
ployed in another part of the mine. There 
seems to be little prospect of rescuing the 
miners, as the explosion rent the mine 
asunder, and there are hundreds of tons 
of earth to be taken away before they can 

A hundred men are working 
valiantly to rescue their comrades. They 
are driven away because of the intense 
heat of the burning structure. 

It is probable that.the interior of the 
mine is also burning, although at the pres- 
ent time this cannot be determined. It is 
also impossible to ascertain the names of 
those who have been killed and are buried 
in. the mine. The fire lights up the coun- 
try for miles around, and there are thou- 
sands of people arrivir~ on the scene. This 
is the second time within three weeks that 
an explosion has occurred in this mine, two 
men having been killed in the previous one.

GARCIA’S LAST HONORS. 


The Cuban General’s Remains Re- 
moved to Arlington Temporarily, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The solemn 
high mass of the Catholic church: was 
performed over the remains of Gen. 
Calixto Garcia at St. Patrick’s Church 
today before the body of the distin- 
guished Cuban leader was committed 
to the vault in the National Cemetery 
at Arlington. The service was notable 
in the distinguished gathering. All 
the honors of war that could be meted 
out to a national hero were bestowed 
by this government on the lion-hearted 
old Cuban. Havana itself would 
scarcely have poured forth a larger 
crowd than gathered in and about the 
church, and the most .radical of the 
Cuban independents could not have 
picked a flaw in the official marks of 
consideration bestowed upon the re- 

mains of their venerable leader. 

The church was filled to the doors 
long before the funeral procession 
from the Hotel Raleigh arrived. Es- 
corted by two batteries of United 
States artillery, the procession halted 
before the door, and the military guard 
grounded arms with a ring of metal 
on the hard, cold pavement, while at the 
same moment the church bell aloft 
toled slowly and solemnly through the 
crisp winter air. The selomn proces- 
sion moved down the aisle from the 
door, the coffin borne by a detail of ar- 
tillerymen. The Cuban flag was draped 
over the silver-bound coffin. 

To the left, in pews. reserved for 
them, sat the honorary pall-bearers, 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles, commanding the 
United States army; Gen. Lawton and 
Gen. Wheeler, who were among the 
first to greet Gen. Garcia; Gen. Shafter, 
commander of the American army of 
liberation; Senator Thurston, whose 
devoted wife lost her life less than a 
year ago in visiting the unhappy island 
in behalf of the Cuban people, and 
Senators Proctor, Mason and Money. 

The coffin was deposited before the 
altar, and the solemn high mass was 
begun. Those who officiated were Rev. 
Joseph Magee, deacon; Rev. Charles 
Warren Currier of Baltimore, sub-dea- 
con, and Rev. Clarence E. Woodman. 
The sermon was by the Most Reverend 
John Ireland, the absolution after 
mass by Rev. George Dougherty, mas- 
ter of ceremonies, St. Augustine’s, 
Washington, and there were present 
in the sanctuary Rt. Rev. Sharretti 
of the apostolic delegation, Mer. 
Stephan of the Catholican bureau, Rev. 
Dr. Rooker, secretary of the apostolic 
delegation, and other priests. . 

A preliminary service was held at the 
hotel by Rev. Joseph McGee. At the 
conclusion of the mass the body was 
transferred to Arlington ‘with military 
honors, where it was deposited in a 
vault to await shipment to Cuba. 


LEECH LAKE WAR. 


Government Agent Tells the Indian 
Side of the Story. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
ST. PAUL,, Dec. 13.—A government 


agent who has just returned from that 
part of the State, where he has been for 
some time among the Indians, has 
learned considerable about the recent 
war at Leech Lake and of how the In- 
dians feel about it. 

“I was for some time on the Red 
Lake reservation,” he said today, “and 
while there saw a Leech Lake Indian, 
who said he was one of the Indians 
who took part in the battle. He said 
that when Gen. Bacon and his men 
arrived at Sugar Point, there were 
twenty Indians there holding council, 
and that they were surprised in the 
first place to see troops at all, and in 
the second place to find that there were 
more than twenty of them, as they ex- 
pected only. the small detachment that 
went to Walker first. At that time 
only a few Indians had their guns with 
them, and the rest at once went for 
their guns. This was the reason that 
the attack was not made while the 
troops were out searching the point for 
the men they wanted to arrest. The 
Indians that remained on the Point, 
lay hidden in the woods waiting for the 
others to come back with their arms 
and ammunition. He said that when 
the soldiers were beating around the 
woods, they passed twice within a few 
feet of where he was hiding. 

“The attack was made soon after the. 
other Indians returned with their guns 
and ammunition. He said there were 
thirty-two Indians in the fight, and 
that three of them were killed and sev- 
eral wounded. He said that when the 
fight opened the Indians had _ 1000 
rounds of ammunition, and that they 
fired it all away the first day. They 
did little fighting on the second day, 
but withdrew fpr more ammunition and 
reinforcements. He said that they or- 
dered a large amount of ar&Amunition 
and thirteen new men, and returned to 
the battle ground on the second morn- 
ing after the fight prepared to wipe out 
every man in the place. When they 
reached there they found that the 
troops had left the battle field and gone 
back to Walker. The Indian said that 
the soldiers fought bravely, but that if 
they had not withdrawn when they did, 
they would have all been killed.” 


IRRIGATION DECISION. 


Water Can Be Intercepted Before it 
Reaches a Stream. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

GREELEY (Colo.,) Dec. 13.—Judge 
Boughton of the District Court today 
rendered a decision which will be of 
much interest in localities where farm- 
ing is carried on by means of irriga- 
tion. 

The case was one brought to restrain 
a farmer from digging a ditch between 
an irrigation canal and the river, to in- 
tercept the seepage before it could 
reach the ‘stream. The court granted 
the restraining order, holding that no 
one is entitled to the use of water un- 


less it is taken from the river in the 
usual way. 


COLE’S BLACK DEED. 


He Loved Saphronia So He Went and 
Killed Her, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BISMARCK (N. D.,) Dee 13.— 
Sophronia Ford, a comely fifteen-year- 
old mulatto girl, and J. W. Cole, a mid- 
dle-aged negro, were walking along 
the street together when suddenly the 
negro drew a revolver and fired three 
shots, two taking effect in the girl's 
head, causing instant death. After 
committing the murder, Cole placed 
an envelope containing several letters 
beneath the body, and then gave him- 
self up. 

The letters were written by the mur- 
derer, and stated he had loved the girl, 
and her parents had refused to let her 
marry him.

The military and civic parade at 
noon, Thursday, will also be reviewed 
by the President and party, and at 3 
o’clock the Chief Executive will d- 
dress the public in the auditorium at 
Piedmont Park.

Chandler will 
receive the city’s guests at 5 o’clock, 
and in the evening a banquet:at the 
Kimball will be the concluding feature 
of the jubilee. Of the sixteen distin- 
guished guests invited to gpeak, all 
have accepted save Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, 
who is in Cuba, and Hon. Joseph.

preferred. The receivers of the J. C. 
McNeiil Company have asked Judge 
Kahler to certify the ‘Werner Com- 
pany . receivership to the Probate 
Court, thus forcing the company into 
involuntary assignment.

A. M. Palmer’s Narrow Escape. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—A. M. Palmer, 
the well-known theatrical manager, 
was stricken with heart failure tonight, 
and it was only after a number of 
physicians had worked with him for 
over an hour that he was pronounced 
out of danger. 

Stouts Surrendered Themselves. 

Eldridge K. Stout and Louis E. Stout 
called at the Police Station yesterday 
morning and surrendered themselves 
into custody, upon learning that war- 
rants had been issued for their arrest 
on the charge of petty larceny.

The most interest- 
ing thing to be related of him is that 
he preached a rousing sermon one 
Sunday at Plymouth in which he set 
forth in his finest manner the things 
that ought to be done for the young 
boys and girls of our generation. When 
he was through a member of his con- 
eregation, Philip D. Armour, the great 
pork packer, came forward, and, taking 
him by the hand, said: 

“Do you believe in those ideas you 
just now expressed?’ 

“T certainly do,’’ said Dr. Gunsaulus. 

“And you'd carry them out if you had 
the means?”’’ 

“Most assuredly.” 

“Well, then,’ said Mr. Armour, “if 
you will give me five years of your 
time I will give you the money.” 

The result was that Armour Institute 
was founded, with Dr. Gansaulus as its 
president, where this year 120% young 
men and women will be taught the most 
important industrial branches. That 
Sabbath address is going down to his- 
tory under the title of the ‘‘$2,800,000 
sermon.”

Police Claim Inability to Find Any 


Evidence—Olmsted’s Dep ties 
Announced, |

The Defense in the Clark Case Al- 
leged ta Have Approached the 
Jurors—Mre.

Because of the alleged “impossi- 
bility’’ of securing sufficient evidence 
or the right kind of evidence to prove 
that two saloons, reported to the Police 
Commissioners as having been kept 
open on election day, really violated the 
law, that body took no action in the 
cases yesterday. One violation was re- 
potted by a half-owner of one of the 
saloons, and in another instance the 
charge was made by a member of the 
commission who had secured evidence 
sufficient to convince him that the law 
had been violated. : 

City Engineer-elect Olmsted has an- 
nounced His list of deputies. He will 
retaix George B. King as his chief 
deputy and William Simpkins as his 
chief draftsman. Both of these officials 
have had long experience in the engi- 
neers’ office, and are retained because 
of their recognized ability. 

The Board of Police Commissioners in 
an executive session yesterday decided 
to be in no hurry to order the police 
signal system. The commissioners 
want to know figst what the city is to 
get for its money before entering into 
a contract with any company. 

The Westlake Park Improvement As- 
sociation has petitioned the City Coun- 
cil to at once take an appeal from the 
recent de€ision of Justice Morrison in 
the matter of the old well ordinance. 
They ask that, if necessary, additional 
counsel be engaged to carry the matter 
to the higher courts. ae? 

Harry Clark was again brought up 
for sentence yesterday, and once agaia 
Judge Smith continued the matter for 
one week at the solicitation of counsel, 
and over the objections of Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney McComas. The latter 
charged that the defendant’s father 
had approached several of the jurors in 
the case, for the purpose of having 
them make a-recommendation to the 
court, but while the fact that the jurors 
had been approached was not denied, 
the purpose was, 

In the last report filed by Estanislao 
Urquiza, administrator in the estate of 
Josefa de Celis, it was found that there 
was a deficit, and yesterday Wesley 
Clark was appointed special adminis- 
trator in the estate.

FOUND NO EVIDENCE. 


WHY TWO SALOON LICENSES WERE 
NOT REVOKED. 


City Engineer-elect Olmsted An- 
nounces His Deputies—Police 
Commissioners Again Hang Up 
a Gamewell Bid—Westliake Resi- 
dents Demand an Appeal. 


—- 


In spite of the fact that a saloon- 
keeper, in his efforts to secure the 
revocation of- his own license, reported 
to the Board of Police Commissioners 
that the saloon in which he has a half 
interest was open on election day and 
that liquor was sold on that day there, 
the license will not be revoked, for the 
alleged reason that the police officers 
who are said to have made an investi- 
gation of the matter could not secure 
sufficient evidence to justify such ac- 
tion. 

In another almost similar case one of 
the members of the commission, Mr. 
Wyman, reported that he himself had 
secured evidence against another 
saloon and asked that the matter be 
investigated. The investigation re 
sulted in a report that it was impos- 
sible to secure enough evidence of 
violation of the law to make a case 
which would be strong enough to cause 
the revocation of the license. The filing 
of these reports at the regular meet- 
ing of the commission yesterday morn- 
ing so exercised Mr. Wyman that he 
gave the Chief and the other commis- 
sioners a piece of his mind on the sub- 
ject, but even then nothing was. done. 
| It was nearly 11 o’clock before the 
commission convened yesterday. Mayor 
Snyder was not present and Commis- 
sioner Preuss took the chair. Chief 
Glass made his report as to the charges 
that liquor had been sold on election 
day in the saloon at the northeast cor- 
ner of Main and Requena streets. At 
the last meeting of the comm,ssion 
Herman Brose appeared and asked that 
the license of the saloon be revoked 
as there had been a business misun- 
derstanding between him and his part- 
ner in the place and as his partner was 
trying to get rid of him. At first he 
was told that the commissioners could 
do nothing, but when he asserted that 
sales of liquor had been made in the 
place on election day, Chief Glass was 
ordered to investigate. The Chief re- 
ported yesterday that his officers, whom 
he had sent to investigate the story of. 
the proprietor of the place, had been 
unable to find sufficient evidence to 
justify the recommendation that the 
license be revoked. In the absence of 
such a recommendation the commis- 
sion thought it could do nothing on the 
unsupported statement of Brose, even 
if he is one of the owners of the saloon. 
The Chief declared that in his opin- 
ion something was wrong with the 
man who had made the complaint, but 
he did not say what it was. 

The Chief also reported that he had 
sent two officers to investigate the 
matter reported to the commission at 
the last 
Wyman. The latter had informed his 
fellow-members of the sale of liquor 
on election day in a saloon on East 
Second street between Los Angeles 
and San Perdo streets. His informa- 
tion had come directly from a mem- 
ber of the police force, whose name was 
not mentioned. The Chief’s report was 
that his officers were unable to secure 
anv evidence against the place. 

Commissioner Wyman did not like 
this report and did not hesitate to say 
so. in a manner that indicated that he 
thought his word had been doubted and 
that his complaint had not received 
all the attention that should have been 
given it. He declared that he posi- 
tively knew that on election day the 
saloon in question had been kept open, 
as he had seen a string of men coming 
and going to and from the saloon. He 
called the attention of a policeman to 
the matter and the officer said it was 
impossible for him to do anything as 
sentries had been posted at the saloon 
and they knew him and would give the 
warning to the men inside if he went 
near the place. The commissioner had 
suggested to the officer that he get 
two of his friends to go to the saloon 
and buy a drink, in order to secure the 
necessary evidence. This the police- 
man did, and later he brought his 
friends to the commissioner and they 
asserted that they had purchased 
drinks there. 

Mr. Wyman declared openly yester- 
day that in the face of the facts as he 
knew them the filing of such a report 
on the matter convinced him. that 
those who are alleged to have investi- 
gated the matter did not desire to se- 
cure evidence against the saloon. He 
characterized their action as “an easy 
way to slide out of it.”” He asserted 
that he would not allow his own busi- 
ness to be transacted in such a man- 
ner, and declared that none of the 
other commissioners would have their 
business done that way. He did not 
insist that the matter be again taken 
up, saying that he had reported it only 
because he considered it his duty to do 
50, and his only personal interest in it 
was that he wanted the other members 
to understand that he was not in the 
habit of making charges without foun- 
dation. The matter was not reopened, 
and probably will not be. 

G. L. Berg was appointed a special 
policeman on nomination by Commis- 
sioner Wyman. This fills the vacancy 
in the list of specials caused by the 
promotion of Patrolman Gorman to the 
regular force. 

G. M. Bennett reported to the com- 
mission that there had been a great 
deal of shooting on an improvised 
range in the open country west of 
Westlake Park, and that the practice 
was dangerous to pedestrians in that 
part of the city. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Chief, with power to act. 

W. F. Schroeder presented a petition 
asking that a rebate of $50 be granted 
him on his license for December. He 
had paid the license on the first of the 
month, when, owing to the failure to 
notify the clerk of the revocation of 
the license, it was made out in the 
name of Schroeder & Schmidt. When 
Schroeder was granted the license in 
his own name at the last meeting of 
the commission he had to pay another 
$50. This made two payments for the 
same license, and he asks that one of 
the payments be returned to him. The 
commissioners approved his petition, 
and ordered it sent to the City Counct. 

Patrolman J. Ross Phillips has in- 
vented a policeman’s dark lantern for 
which is claimed many merits not pos- 
sessed by any similar lantern on the 
market. The commission by resolution 
indorsed the patent for police use, and 
recommended it to all police depart- 
ments throughout the country. 

Walter Garnier applied for a trans- 
fer to himself of the license of the sa- 
loon at No. 801 South Olive street. The 
matter was referred to the Chief. 

Isaac Wilson was elected a special

The committee will recémmend that 
certain changes be made in the assess- 
ments.against certain of the property 
affected, and that the award as dam- 
ages to others be increased, but how 
much of a change will be recommended 
has not been determined. 


NOT SETTLED YET. 


No Police Signal System Porchased 
Yet—Telephones Wanted. 
After the regular session of the 
Board of Police Commissioners yester- 
day morning, there was a special ses- 
sion in the Mayor’s private office for 
the purpose of talking over the pro- 
posed purchase of the police signal 
system. In addition to the members 
of the commission and Chief Glass, 
there were present City Eléctrician 
Francis and A. J. Coffee, who has rep- 
resented the Gamewell Fire-alarm 
Telegraph Company since the sudden 
and peculiar departure of R. A. Rose. 
At the last meeting of the commission 
the matter was held up for the reason 
that Rose was not present, and there 
were several matters in connection with 
the bid that the commissioners wanted 
explained. It was for the purpose of 
making all the explanations that were 

desired that Coffee appeared. 

The principal objection to the pur- 
chase under the present bid was the 
fact that the specifications do not in- 
clude the installation of a telephone 
service in the system; that is, to 
Dlace telephones in each of the street 
boxes and have each, of course, con- 
nected with police headquarters. It 
was stated by Chief Glass that such 
telephones were indispensable to the 
system, and that it would be value- 
less without them. He thought that 
without the telephones the price at 
which the fifty-box system was offered, 
$9950, was much too high. The Chief 
asserted that he had been informed 
by Chief Lees of San Francisco that 
he had secured a system of forty boxes 
with telephones and all other equip- 
ment for something over $7000. To him 
it seemed that nearly $10,000 for fifty 
boxes was not in proportion to the 
San Francisco price, and he said so. 

Mr. Coffee explained that Chief Glass 
must certainly have misunderstood the 
matter, or had been misinformed. He 
declared that his company never fur- 
nished telephones, for fear cof a con- 
stant clash with the telephone com- 
nanies. As to the San Francisco pur- 
chase, Mr. Coffee stated that it had 
not included batteries and other appa- 
ratus which are included in the bid 
here, 

City Electrician Francis told the 
commissioners what batteries were in- 
cluded, and said that while they were 
high-priced at first, the saving in them 
bv reason of the reduced cost of keep- 
ing them in order made it in the end 
economical to have such batteries. He 
knew. he said, that San Francisco could 
not have purchased storage batteries 
and boxes fully equipped for what 
Chief Glass stated. Then Chief Glass 
demarded to know why it was if 
storage batteries were such a good 
thing. they hed not been ifnstealled in 
the fire-alarm system. Mr. Francis 
answered this with the question as to 
why a police-signa!l system had not 
been long ago purchased, if the Chief 
thought it was such a help to the po- 
lice department. When the Chief 
stated that he had heen trying for a 
long time to get the system, Francis 
retorted with a similar answer to the 
Chief’s question as to batteries for 
the fire-alarm system. There were 
several sharp interchanges between the 
two. but the Chief was not satisfied 
with the information. Mr. Francis 
stated that the local telephone com- 
pany would place the telephones in the 
boxes and would keen them in renair 
for $7.50 per year each, or less than 
$40 per month for the entire system. 

The commissioners did not finally 
settle the matter, but Chief Glass was 
asked to communicate with Chief Lees 
and ascertain just what was furnished 
in San Francisco for $7000. 


DEMAND AN APPEAL, 
Westinke Residents Not Satisfied 


With the Morrison Decision, 


The residents of the vicinity of West- 
lake and Sunset parks do not propose 
to let the recent decision of Justice 
Morrison as to the unconstitutionality 
of the ordinance regulating the dis- 
tance from a park that oil wells may 
be erected, be the final decision in the 
matter, if they can induce the Council 
to order an appeal taken from that de- 
cision. It will be remembered that 
more than a week ago Justice Morrison 
rendered a decision in which he held 
that the ordinance intended to protect 
the parks was not valid, and as a re- 
sult of the decision he dismissed the 
cases against two men who had been 
arrested to test the law. The decision 
was accompanied by a long opinion in 
which the reason for the finding of the 
court was stated. It was stated the 
next day that there would be an appeal 
from that decision, but no appeal has 
been taken as yet, for the reason that 
the Council is in doubt if anything 
would be gained thereby. Some of the 
members have stated that it would be 
easier to remedy the defects in the or- 
dinance than to take chances on an 
appeal, especially when they had been 
informed before the test case was made 
that the ordinance was considered 
weak. 

The members of the Council almost 
to a man are heartily in favor of pre- 
venting the encroachment of the oil 
industry upon the parks and nearly all 
of them have stated so publicly. Since 
the decision was rendered there have 
been a number of quict consultations 
on the subject among the members, 
and some of them have visited ‘the 
ground in order to still further famil- 
iarize themselves with the matter. Just 
what will be done has not been decided. 
The mattér will be reopened in the 
Council probably at the adjourned 
meeting on Thursday, when a petition 
filed yesterday by the residents of the 
Westlake district, will be considered. 
The petition follows: 

“The Executive Committee of the 
Westlake Park Improvement Associa- 
tion herewith beg to draw the atten- 
tion of your honorable body to the re- 
cent decision of Police Justice Morrison 
declaring the ordinance protecting 
Westlake Park from the encroachments 
of oil derricks as unconstitutional. In- 
asmuch as the public property as rep- 
resented by both Westlake Park and 
Sunset Park, is liable to be jeopardized 
jn usefulness and value, if this déci- 
sion rests upon valid, we regard it the 
urgent duty of you, as the guardians of 
our city property, to take steps to see 
that the city’s rights are fully end 
carefully protected in the Superior 
Court, where the cases will be ulti- 
mately decided. | 

“The City Attorney’s office is now 
fully occupied by attention to the wa- 
ter case, and we respectfully suggest 
that the\same steps that were taken 
to protect the city’s interests in the wa- 


ter case be adopted in regard to this 
case, viz., the retention of outside as- 
sociate counsel to assist the City At- 
torney. Fresh air from the park is as 
important as good water, and each 
should be preserved. 

“Inasmuch as the city is already em- 
ploying associate counsel for the water 
case we venture to suggest that the 
same gentlemen could probably be em- 
ployed to greater advantage and con- 
venience and possibly economy than 
fresh counsel. 

“We, on our part, stand ready and 
willing to do more than our share of 
the work, and shouldering the expense 
of aiding the upholding of the ordi- 
nance, but we at the same time insist 
upon pointing out that the protection 
of the public parks is decidedly more 
of a public than a private affair, and 
that the city should not shirk its plain 
duties in the matter.” 

The communication is signed by J. 
Cc. Foy, secretary of the association. 


Only the Surface Accepted. 

The action of the City Council in ac- 
cepting by ordinance those portions of 
Main and Spring streets which were 
recently resurfaced, and declaring them 
to be complete, was not so general in 
its effect as some of those who favored 
the measure had supposed and hoped 
for. Under the law there are possible 
two kinds of acceptance, a total and 
a partial one. That by the Council on 
Monday was the latter. It does not in- 
clude sewers on the street; the part of 
the street occupied by the street rail- 
Ways is not accepted, and the sidewalk 
and curbing do not come within the 
provision of the ordinance passed Mon- 
day. Assistant City Attorney Thomas, 
who prepared the ordinance under in- 
structions from the Council, stated yes- 
terday that the measure included only 
the surface of the streets on each side 
between the curbing and the street car 
tracks. 


May Defer Action, 

It is hardly probable that the bids 
for furnishing the city with five new 
steam fire engines, which were sub- 
mitted to the Council Monday, will be 
considered at the regular session of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners this 
morning. The matter was referred to 
the Fire and Water Committee of the 
Council, which is composed of Coun- 
cilmen Blanchard, Nickell and Hutch- 
ison, fh connection with the Board of 
Fire Commissioners. Even if the bids 
are sent to the latter body today by the 
City Clerk a conference with the Fire 
and Water Committee will probably be 
arranged before any definite action is 
taken. 


ANNOUNCES HIS DEPUTIES. 


City Enginer-elect Olmsted Appoints 
His Assistants. 

City Engineer-elect Frank H. Olm- 
stead has decided upon the appoint- 
ment of his force of deputies both for 
office work and for outside duties. Tae 
announcement will be a surprise to 
some people, for the new City Engineer 
has decided that in his appointments 
ability shall be the requisite, and not 
political preferences. 

He will retain George B. King, the 
present chief deputy under City En- 
zineer Dockweiler. Mr. King’s appoint- 
ment under the new administration is 
a tribute to his ability as an engineer. 
He is a Republican in politics, but has 
not let. his politics interfere with his 
cuties in the office. He has the confl- 
r dence of all the members of the Coun- 
ceil, and is thoroughly: tamiliar with 
the work of the office. Chief Draugnts- 
man Wiliam Simpkins is also to be re- 
tained.. During the past two years he 
has had charge of some of the mcst 
>important work in the office, and the 
reason for his reappointment is the 
same as that of Mr. King.

THE JURORS IMPORTUNED 


HARRY CLARK’S SENTENCE CON- 
TINUED ANOTHER WEEK. 


Deputy Dist.-Atty. McComas Alleged 
That the Jury Had Been Ap- 
proached—Joe Hunter Trans- 
ferred His Property to an Uncle, 


Harry Clark was up in Department 
One again yesterday for sentence, but 
once more the matter was continued, 
and the only result of calling the case at 
all was to afford an opportunity for 
Attorney Shinn and Deputy District 
Attorney McComas to have their usual 
spat at one another. 

Mr. Shinn opened the proceeding by 
intimating that he was not yet ready 
to argue the motion for a new trial, 
and asking that a further continuance 
be granted for ten days. Mr. McComas 
interjected the remark that the people 
opposed any such continuance, and 
that if counsel was not ready then he 
neyer would be ready. Inasmuch as 
the deputy District Attorney has con- 
sistently opposed each and every con- 
tinuance granted, his objection pro- 
voked neither comment or retort at the 
time. 

Counsel for the defense said that they 
were laboring under great difficulty. 
They had learned of new evidence, 
which would be material ff obtained, 
but they did mot think it wise to dis- 
close in open court what it actually 
was, for that might defeat the very 
end aimed at. | 

“In view of the Hunter case,” con- 
tinued Mr. Shinn, “which is set in 
January, Dist.-Atty. Donnell signified 
his willingness, if the court saw fit, to 
carry the Clark case over until the 
Hunter case should be determined. I 
‘find that’ many new facts were not 
brought out at Hunter’s preliminary 
examination at all—indeed, I think 
there was only one new witness ex- 
amined.” 

“Well, all that testimony may be 
eliminated,” said the court, “what new 
testimony have you got? A week ago 
you mentioned two witnesses—one at 
Boulder Creek and one at Santa Bar- 
bara. Have you reached them; if not, 
why not?” 

“Tl was at Santa Barbara myself,” 
replied Mr. Shinn, “and found my let- 
ter and affidavit lying in the postoffice. 
Upon inquiry I found that our witness 
had gone either to Lompoc or San Luis 
Obispo, and I have sent lettérs to both 
places. The other matters we would 
prefer to state to the court, a not 
openly, that our ends might ‘probably 
be defeated.” 

These explanations were not satis- 
factory apparently to Mr. McComas, 
however they may have appeared to 
the court. ‘“‘Maj. Donnell has not sald 
anything about carrying this case 
over,” he remarked. ““‘When he wants 
anything done he generally speaks to 
his deputies, and when he does not 
then he leaves the matter to their dis- 
cretion. He hasn’t said anything to 
me, and I oppose it, Your Honor. 
These statements about absent wit- 
nesses are not made in good faith; 
counsel are simply fishing.” 

Mr. Shinn mildly protested against 


such remarks as being unjustifiable. 


vits and get themselves mixed up 


“Your Honor is aware that it is very 
difficult to get people to make affida- 
in 
a case like this. It isn't as though you 
could subpoena them in a trial.’ 

“T am aware that it is somewhat 
difficult to get people to make affidavits 
to facts that are not true,’ anawered 
McComas with considerable heat. 

Messrs. Shinn and Allen again pro- 
tested against such assertions, but the 
deputy District Attorney was angry, 
and was determined to have his in- 
nings. 

“T know,” said he, “that you've been 
going to the jury and trying to get 
them ta go back on their verdict. 
That’s what you did.” 

“You don’t know what you-are talk- 
ing about,” rejoined one of the attacked 
attorneys. 

“I do,*too, know it,’’ retorted Me- 
Comas. “Several jurors came to me 
and asked my advise as to signing a 
petition, and I told them if they were 
honest in their verdict, to stick to it.” 
' “We understood,” said Shinn, “that 
certain of the jurors had gone out to 
personally view the premises during 
the trial, and they offered to sign a 
recommendation to the court, but I 
told them that it would be improper.” 

“Well, I know better,” snapped back 
McComas. “Only this morning a juror 
came to me in the hall and told me 
that he had been itmportuned—impor- 
tuned in order to go back on the ver- 

At this point the court contrived to 
get a word in edgeways, and said that 
he was inclined to be indulgent, and 
would continue the case for another 
week, and there the matter ended. 

Mr. McComas does not allege that 
any bribe was offered, but that four 
different jurors were approached by 
Mr. Clark, the father of the convicted 
hoy, and were urged to represent to 
the court that they had made a mis- 
take in their verdict. 

On the other hand it was known sev- 
eral weeks ago—possibly to Mr. Me- 
Comas and certainly in the District At- 
torney’s office—that certain facts had 
developed which made it appear prob- 
able that certain of the jurors had dur- 
ing the progress of the trial gone out 
and viewed the Hunter premises. If 
that could be conclusively shown, it 
would have an important bearing ona 
motion for a new trial, but, lacking any 
independent testimony, it could only 
be shown by the jurors on petition, for 
they could not impeach themselves, 
even if théy were so inclined. 

While this continual contest goes on 
as to whether Clark shall be sentenced 
before or after the trial of Joe Hunter 
—for that is really what all the fight- 
ing between counsel appears to be 
about—counsel in the Hunter case are 
not saying much for publication. It ts 
not to be presumed that they are idle, 
however, for a few days ago Joe 
Hunter conveyed his property outside 
the city, and also some land at River- 
side, to his uncle. the consideration 
named being $5000. With funds in sight, 
proper preparation can be made for 
trial, and in this Hunter has the ad- 
vantage of Harry Clark. for at no 
stage of the proceeding is there any 
reason to believe that his father. had 
scarce 5000 cents in ready money. 


THE WRONG DISEASE. 


Shores & Shores Sued for Damages 
for Unskilled Treatment. 


Ole Olsen has instituted action 
against the medical company of Shores 
& Shores, both individually and col- 
lectively, and has also made the A. J. 
Shores Company a party defendant. 
His grievance as set forth in his com- 
plaint filed yesterday is that through 
the defendant's lack of care and skill 
his wife died, and he now demands $10,- 
000 as damages. 

The plaintiff alleges, that on April 22 
he employed the defendants to treat 
his wife for a malady from which she 
was then suffering, and they undertook 
to cure her. But Olsen avers that the 
doctons lacked skill and treated his 
wife for a malady other than the one 
from which she had been suffering, 
and with the result that her health was 
injured and her constitution under- 


mined to such extent that she died on 
November 10. 


AN ADMINISTRATOR’S SHORTAGE. 


A Special Administrator Appointed 
in the De Celis Estate. 
Wesley Clerk was appointed yester- 
day special administrator in the estate 
of Josefa A. de Celis, and in making 


the order Judge Clark fixed the bond at 
$1500. 

The appointment of a special admin- 
istrator at this time has been rendcered 
necessary by the absence fiom the 
country of Estanislao de Urauiza, the 
properly-appointed administrator of the 
estate, whose accounts are in some de- 
gree under a cloud. 

.When Josefa de Celis died, it followed 
as a natural thing that Urquiza should 
be appointed administrator of the. es- 
tate, as. he had marriel one of the 
daughters of the deceased. Previcus 
to the death of his mocheran-law he 
had acted as her agent, ind in every 
way it appeared most sui‘able that he 
should administer the estate for the 
two daughters. This being so the mat- 
ter of his bond was arrange! rather is 
a private family matter than as a 
court proceeding. 

In 1893, when the first inventory was 
filed, the estate was valued at $72,526.23. 
and since that time the sales of real 
property have reduced the yearly yal- 
uation. The inventory filed recently 
showed the estate to be worth $36,200, 
but in the administrator’s accounts 
there was an unexplained deficit of 
about $6000. About this time Mr. Ur- 
quiza left the country for a visit to 
Spain, but he has corresponded regu- 
larly with his family during his ab- 
sence. While it is conceded that there 
is a deficit, no charges of improper ap- 
propriation have been made, and the 
shortage will be made up, it is said, 
when Urquiza returns from Spain. — 


A RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


Iise Claims Dama,es for Her 
Husband’s Death. 

, Mrs. Margaret Ilse yesterday began 

a suit against the Los Angeles Termi- 

nal Railway Company to recover $25,- 

000, as damages suffered by the loss of 

her husband, who was killed last month.

It is alleged that Frederick Wililam | 
Ilse was a machinist, 24 years of age, 


earning $85 per month, and living with 
his wife and child at Boyle Heights. On 
the 16th of November he started from 


home on his bicycle, and while riding 


westerly along Macy street across the 
Terminal track, was knocked down by 
a locomotive. It is averred that the 
engine had a passenger car attached 
and was running at a dangerously high 
rate of speed, viz., twenty-five iles 
an hour, and that no whistle was b®wn, 
nor was the train flagged at the cross- 
ing. 

The deceased was so badly injured 
as to die the same day from the effect 
of the injuries. °His widow now claims 
as compensation for his financial sup- 
port and maintenance, as well as his 
companionship and protection, the 
amount of damages named. 


The Supreme Court, 

A decision has been handed down by 
the Supreme Court in the case of 
Delia W. Chase against the City Treas- 
urer of Los Angeles, in which the 
judgnent for defendant given in the 
lower. court ig reversed. 

The suit was brought to enjoin the 
City Treasurer from selling certain 
property to enforce collection of a de- 
linquent tax. The Supreme Court holds 
that the equity court will interpose to 
restrain the sale if, when consum- 
mated, it would cast a cloud upon the 
title. The true teet by which to de- 
termine whether a deed following such 
‘sale would cloud the title is: ‘Would 


the owner of the property, in an action 
in ejectment brought by the adversa 
party, founded upon the deed, he ree 
quired to offer evidente to defeat @ 
recovery ?”’ 

In the case of the People vs. H. W. 
Weineke, an action against:the bonds- 
men of the Tax Collector of San Diego 
county, the Supreme court affirms the 
judgment in favor of the sureties, 
Section 3753 of the Political Code pro- 
vides that the Tax Collector shall ha 
required to settle with the Auditor on 
the first Monday in each month. Sec- 
tion 3754 places the liability upon the 
Tax Collector for the full amount of 
taxes charged upon the assessment roll 
ata period of five days after the ist, 
And it {s here that the statute of limita- 
tions berins to min from the time Ma« 
bility is incurred, and not from the data 
of the expiration of the Tax Collectors 
term of office, .

DANGER IN THE ORIENT. 

The American people throughout 
their history have had dealings with 
savage peoples, and have learned that 
s0Me great problems are connected 
with their management; and yet very 
few individuals have come into close 
enough touch with the aborigines to 
be able to deal with them upon a 
basis of principles alike acceptable to 
the savage and the civilized man. In 
lieu of harmony, force has come to 
be exerted, and the progress of civil- 
ization has been marked in America, 
by those who in theory believe fn 
human rights, with predatory § acts 
which involved the subjugation of the 
savage peoples. 

Now we are brought to the point 
where we must deal with hundreds of 
thousands of people not only differ- 
ing with ourselves, but differing 
equally with the aborigines of Amer- 
fica. It is useless to waste idle words 
in regretting a condition which has 
been made inevitable by the irrepeal- 
able laws of social evolution, for just 
as atmosphere tends toward the point 
of lowest atmospheric pressure, caus- 
ing cyclones at times, so must the 


force of human nature drive mankind 


on to the points where industrial 
vacuums exist, even at the expense of 
occasional cyclones. But, on the 
i hand, it would be of a 
criminal nature, as well as an act 
of foolishness, to attempt to accom- 
plish the work of elevating the Fili- 
pinos, which has been forced upon us 
by natural laws, without an effort 
to bring ourselves in harmony with 
the peoples with whom we are to be 
associated in the Orient. 

We are inclined to look with con- 
tempt upon uncivilized races; we 
show but little patience with them, 
and probably if we were to stop to 
consider that our own civilization is 
not perfect, and that, such as it is, it 
is to a great extent due to accident, 
and even then that it is of compara- 
tively recent growth, we might have 
advanced 


races. 
Heathen Japan is today in that 
feudal condition which existed 


throughout Europe during the Middle 
Ages, and is not more than 600 yeurs 
behind that of our own race, even if 
left to itself. China is in the stage 
of evolution marked by inalienable 
family lands, which stage exists in 
parts of India at the present time; 
was the immediate  precurser of 
feudalism in Europe, and was the con- 
dition of early Egypt, Greece and 
Rome, leading to the conception of the 
patriarchal and thus of the monarch- 
ical idea. 

But the Malays, with whom we are 
to have a more intimate relationship, 
are. in that condition which precedes 
the era of family lands in evolution, 
pure democracy, wherein the usufruct 
of land is guaranteed to all indi- 
viduals equally, without absolute 
ownership by any, except in so far as 
the church may have acquired title. 
Land is parcelled out from time to 
time to the individuals for use. This 
condition is no novelty in history. 
It is the condition which has every- 
where prevailed with the dawn of 
agriculture and the consequent estab- 
lishment of fixed geographical bound- 
aries, which has marked the trans- 
formation of people from tribes into 
nationhood. Nor is it so far removed 
from ourselves. Most of Europe was 
in that condition for long after the 
dawn of the Christian era, while a 
portion of Europe, especially the Irish 
Celts, were so far behind the present 
stage of the Filipinos at the time of 
the Roman conquest, that they prac- 
ticed cannibalism. 

Had it not been for the accidental 
fact that our own people were in the 
geographical line of that progressive 
civilization which came from Egypt 
through Assyria, Greece, Rome and 
other European nations, and had the 
Roman conquests reached to the east 
instead of the north, it might well 
have been that today civilized Mon- 
golians would be unlocking the gates 
of Europe to supplant family lands 
with private ownership, and barbar- 
ism with Christianity, for it is hardly 
possible that, left to their own re- 
sources, evolution would by this time 
have carried civilization in Europe to 
a higher point than it has in Japan, 
China and Malaysia. Anthropology, 
as a matter of fact, gives us no right 
through inherent 
power, the native of Europe is mure 
gifted than the native of China or 


A 


{nations which first 


ihe isles of the Pacific. The natives 
of Europe have simply had the oppor- 
tunity of borrowing more from the 
cultivated the 
arts of civilization. 

And so it is that we can approach 
the Malaysians who are brought into 
touch with us with a feeling that, 
though our inferiors in point of civil- 
ization, they are our equals in point 
of capacity and in inherent rights, and 
like our own people, they are capable 
in time of coming upward to a real- 
ization of the ethics and institutions 
of modern civilization. 

But if we recognize the rights of 
these people, it must be the first duty 
of the Americans to see that they are 
not made victims of predatory acts, 
especially in wresting from them their 
lands, as was done with American 
aborigines. If they have any in- 
herent rights, that of parceling out 
their lands according to their own 
conceptions of justice is among the 
most sacred, though at the same time 
it will be one of the most difficult for 
the American people to recognize and 
respect. If history can be depended 
upon to repeat itself, these people 
will, by a gradual process, drift to- 
ward private ownership of land, as 
the people of every country have done 
when an approach to our standards of 
civilization has been made, and this 
tendency will be rapid enough. But 
on the other hand, if an attempt is 
made to force private ownership of 
land on the Filipinos, we will be un- 


dertaking an act of conquest of the] 


worst form, and will meet with stub- 
born resistance, for the right of the 
individual to monopolize that which 
they believe is the gift of nature to 
all individuals is an idea which no 
uncivilized people has ever been able 
to grasp off hand or has ever. been 
willing to accept. When Rome con- 
quered Europe, private land existed 
in the empire, but the idea was not 
enforced on the conquered people, who 
were permitted to grow toward the 
Roman ideas by degrees. When Lord 
Clive and Warren Hastings fastened 
British rule on India the rights of 
some people to parcel out the usufruct 
of land to individuals, and of other 
people to maintain inalienable family 
land, and of still others to maintain 
village communes were recognized, 
and all these forms continue to the 
present time, with a steady tendency 
toward private ownership. When the 
Dutch conquered Java, some 250 years 
ago, they left the people free to parcel 
their lands as they saw fit, and the 
Javanese dessas, or villages in which 
the usufruct of land is parceled out 
periodically, exist to the present time, 
and are considered by close students 
to be the most prosperous and peace- 
ful communities of semi-civilized peo- 
ple on earth, though with increasing 
civilization, the tendency toward pri- 
vate. ownership is marked. These 
Javanese are much the same class uf 
people as the Filipinos. They have 
more of the blood of India and less 
of that of China, but they are of the 
same mixture and the same § tradi- 
tions. 

‘The danger to America in the Phil- 
ippines is that there may be a dis- 
position to force in a day an evolution 
which, left to itself, would require 
more than a thousand years, and 
which, even under careful nursing, 
might require two or three genera- 
tions. But if a different policy ts 
adopted and the rights of the Fili- 
pinos are recognized, if the wige 
colonial policy of the Romans, the 
British and the Dutch is adopted we 
can wed the Philippines to America 
with bonds of esteem, and make the 


union equally profitable to the two 
races. 


There is no more impropriety in the 
Federal government taking Mission 
rock, in the bay of San Francisco, for 
a coaling station, than there was in 
its taking Fort Point and Alcatraz 
Island for coast defense purposes, ur 
Goat Island for the use of the light- 
house bureau. An abundant supply 
of coal at Mission rock would save at 
least twelve tons of coal that is now 
consumed in war vessels in the bay 
in going to Mare Island to replenish 
their bunkers. At present the rock 
is covered with grain warehouses, 
owned by a syndicate of San Fran- 
cisco millionaires, whose business can 
be in nowise injured by a removal to 
some other locality in the bay. The 
land is claimed by ‘the San Francisco 
Dry Dock corporation, but is of no 


earthly use to them in. docking ves- 
sels.

As a matter of course, Samuel 
Gompers was very much in evidence 
at the annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, which 
assembled at Kansas City, Mo., on the 
12th inst. As Gompers is president 
of the organization, he was of course 
expected to be much in evidence. And 
as Gompers has a national reputa- 
tion as a long-eared jackass, he was 
of course expected to bray, which he 
did in his usual raucous and rasping 
manner. Speaking of the coal-miners’ 


strikes at Virden, Ill., Gompers satd: 


“The operators sought to break 


cheap laborers from Alabama, placing 


kerton thugs and hirelings. That 
bloodshed would ensue when an 
ignorant mass of men was armed to 
do the bidding of characterless men 
could easily be forseen. Gov. Tanner 
recognized the band of armed men us 
contrary to the laws of the State and 
forbade entrance to others, and 
finally, appreciating the strained con- 
dition of affairs, he declared martial 
law and insisted upon the disarma- 
ment of all.” 


This statement of the ‘case is an 
outrageous perversior of the truth. 
The men brought to Virden to take 
the places of the strikers were for the 
most part decent, law-abiding men, 


as evidenced by the fact that in most 


cases their wives and children accom- 
panied them. They hada perfect 
right—an unassailable right, under 
the Constitution—to change their 
places of residence from Alabama, or 
from any other State of the Union, to 
lilinois. were not armed, 
though they were protected by armed 
guards—which protection was neces- 
sary under the peculiar circumstances 
surrounding them. In entering the 
territory of lilinois and the town of 
Virden they violated no law, either 
State or national. In preventing by 
force the disembarkation of these 
men, and in using his official power 
to prevent other workingmen from 
entering the State, Gov. Tanner of 
Illinois was guilty of a gross abuse 
of his official prerogatives. He was 
right in insisting upon the disarming 
of all persons not privileged undér 
the law to carry arms, but this order 
should have been rigidly and im- 
partially enforced. The armed 
strikers should have been disarmed 
as systematically and as_ effectually 
as were the men imported to take 
their places. _ 

From the published accounts of the 
Virden riots, it appears that Gov. 
Tanner was himself a most wanton 
violator of the law and the Constitu- 
tion, and that he was in a large de- 
gree responsible for the bloodshed and 
disorder connected with that dis- 
graceful affair. Had it not been for 
his craven truckling to the mob eie- 
ment, order might have been main- 
tained and bloodshed might have been 
averted. 

It is not at all surprising, however, 
to find Gompers championing the 
cause of lawlessness He can be 
counted upon with certainty, in all 
cases of this kind, to take sides with 
the mob, in opposition to the law, and 
against the peace and welfare of the 
community. It is a part of the pro- 
fessional business of this mountebank 
to encourage mob violence, to mis- 
lead his dupes with false ideas of 
right and wrong, and to foment a 
spirit of resentment against the law 
and those who are charged with the 
duty of its enforcement. If Gompers 
did not do these things his occupation 
as a jawsmith would soon be gone. 
He is compelled perforce to make a 
bluff at earning his salary.

The mortal remains of the Cuban 
patriot and hero, Gen. Calixto Garcia, 
were committed to the vault in the 
National Cemetery at Arlington yes- 
terday, with appropriate and im- 
pressive ceremonies. The _ funeral 
was attended by a large number of 
distinguished personages, and all the 
honors of war were accorded to the 
remains and the memory of the grand 
old patriot, whose last thoughts were 
for his country. If the deceased had 
been one of our own most honored 
heroes, the occasion could hardly have 
been more solemn and impressive. 
The pall-bearers formed a_ distin- 
guished group, comprising Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles, commanding the Unit# 
States army; Gen. Lawton and Gen. 
Wheeler, who were among the first to 
greet Gen. Garcia in Cuba; Gen. Shaf- 


} ter, commander of the American army 


of liberation; Senator Thurston, 
whose devoted wife lost her life less 
than a year ago in visiting the un- 
happy island in behalf of the Cuban 
people; and Senators Proctor, Mason 
and Money. 

Honors were never more worthily 
bestowed than those accorded to the 
remains of Calixto Garcia. He was a 
man of unusual qualities, a born 
leader, uncompromising in his an- 
tagonisms and loyal in his.friendships. 
His devotion to the cause of Cuban 
liberty was little less than sublime. 
It is well that he died—since death 
is inevitable—in the active service of 
the land he so loved and honored. In 
paying a tender tribute of respect to 
his ashes, we honor ourselves, as men 
who can appreciate and admire un- 
selfish patriotism and heroic devotion 
to duty in others. |

No action was taken in the matter at 
yesterday’s meeting. 

A communication was read from the 
Chamber of Commerce of San Fran- 
cisco, asking the board to join with 
that organization in paying the ex- 
penses of Hugh Craig’s trip to, and his 
stay in Washington, in the interests 
of the Nicaragua Canal. The secre- 
tary was directed to reply that a con- 
ference will be held here on the 15th 
inst.. at which time it is expected that 
action will be taken for the purpose 
of sending a representative from South- 
ern California to Washington to work 
for the canal. 

An invitation was received from the 
Pasadena Tournament of Roses Asso- 
ciation, inviting the board to partici- 
pate in the floral parade on January 
2, 1899, and the secretary was directed 
to acknowledge the same with thanks. 

A letter was read from the corre- 
sponding secretary of the: National 
Pure Food and Drug Congress, call- 
ing attention to the second : annuwal 
meeting, to convene January 18, 1899, 
at Washington, D. C., and requesting 
the appointment of a delegate from the 
Board of Trade. The matter was re- 
ferred to the President with power t 
make the appointment.

A NOVEL RAILROAD BELL. 


Uncle Collis on the Gap—Gravel Dig- 
gers Arrested—Notes, 


There is. a novelty in the way of a 
railroad crossing alarm bell working 
on the Santa Fé track at the Macy- 
street crossing. It is the invention of 
Jacob Hanna of Rivera. The bell is 
like the ordinary ones used for such 
purposes and is mounted as usual. But 
instead of being operated by an electric 
current contact being made by the 
cars passing over the rails at a dis- 
tance from the crossing, this bell is 
caused to ring by a spring ‘set under 
the rail, and having a wire from it 
attached to the bell. The spring may 
be set 3300 yards or 500.yards away 
from the crossing, and the moment a 
wheel passes over it the bell is set 
ringing, and is kept doing so until the 
last wheel has passed. The wire is 
protected by passing through a pipe. 
The advantage is that it requires no 
battery to be maintained, and the new 
device is therefore less expensive. 

Edward Ivison of Santa Barbara has 
received a letter from C. P. Hunting- 
ton setting forth the railroad’s views 
as to closing the sixty-mile gap on the’ 
coast line. It runs as follows: 

“Edward Ivison, Santa Barbara, Cal. 
—Dear sir: Yours of November 29, with 
newspaper clippings enclosed, is re- 
ceived, all of which have been read 
with much interest. There is very lit- 
tle that is correct in the clippings. We 
have arranged with the Atchison peo- 
ple to use our road between Bakersfield 
and Mohave station, because it was 
better for us and better for them that 
such an arrangement should be made; 
but the newspapers’ statement that 
that piece of road leased to the Atchi- 
son is not able to do the business of 
both companies is a great mistake, for 
I think that piece can do five times the 
business that both companies could 
bring to it—at least for many years. 

‘The closing of the gap between Surf 
and Ellwood has nothing to do with 
that arrangement, and the work will 
not be done sooner or later on account 
of it. That gap would have been closed 
before this if the New York office had 
had its way. We have sold a good 
many bonds lately, but we probably 
shall have more to pay for the build- 
ing of that piece of road than we 
should if we had built it two or three 
years ago, as we might have done. I 
believe that the road will be built very 
soon, but it will be specially for two 


-yeasons:' One is that it will particu- 


larly accommodate the people of Santa 
Barbara, and be of great benefit to all 
the people along the line of the road, 
and the second is that we agreed to 
build the road, which is a still TORS 
built soon. In evefy ten years (I speak 
of the last sixty,) there have been years 
when it was very difficult to build rail- 
roads; but these hard times have never 
continued for more than one or two 
successive years. The road in question 
(coast line gap) could have been built 
in the last two years and ought to have 
been built, and;as I say, now I believe 
it will be completed very soon—though 
not because the line via Tehachepi is 
not able to do eg 
Los Angeles and San Francisco.

DUTIES ON SUGAR. 


Secretary of the Treasury Issues a 
Letter of Instruction. © 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has issued a.cir- 
cular letter of instruction to collectors 
of customs assessing countervailing 
duties on sugars imported from, or the 
product of, countries paying export 


under section five of the act of 1897, 
which fixes a discriminating duty in 
such cases equal to the amount of the 
bounty paid. In pursuance of this 
act the following amounts are declared 
for the assessment of additional duties: 

Argentine Republic—On sugars pro- 
duced since January 20, 1897, and ex- 
ported with benefit of drawback, 6 cen- 
taves per kilogram. 

Austria-Hungary—Sugar, under 93 
per cent. and over, 88 per cent. polari- 
zation, {.37 florins per 100 kilograms; 
under 99% and at least 93 per cent., 
1.46 florins; at least 99%, 2.10 florins. 

Denmark—Refined produced in the 
country, 1.12 crowns. 

France—Refined, loaf, crushed, etc., 
effective weight, 11.51 francs; raw and 
refined in grains or crystals, medium 
standard of 98 per cent., 11.17 francs. 

Germany—Raw, 90 per cent., and on 
refined under 98 per cent., and at least 
90 per cent., 2.50 marks per 100 kilos; 
candy and sugar in white, etc., 99% 
per cent., 3.55 marks; on all others at 
least 98 per cent., 3 marks. 

The Netherlands—Raw, produced in 
the country from beet, 98 per cent., 
2.2354 florins per 100 kilos of hard -‘re- 
fined: raw beet, 98 per cent. or above 
three-quarters of bounty, viz: 1,7356 
florins per 100 kilos of hard refined. On 
refined beet, .2946 florins. On refined 
from other materials, 2.948 fiorins. 

Russia—On sugar testing not less 
than 99 per cent., .50 roubles. Not less 
than 88 per cent., .40 roubles. Not lesg 
than 75 per cent., .38 roubles.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The American 
Bible Society has received a special re- 
port from the Rev. John R. Hykes, 
whom it directed in September last to 
proceed from Shanghai, China, to Ma- 
nila, and investigate concerning the 
islands, and the people. The first part 
of the report is devoted to describing 
the racial and tribal characteristics of 
the inhabitants, and to a statement of 
the diversity of the languages spoken 
in the island. Further on, Mr. Hykes 
speaks of land values and possibilities. 
He also devotes some space to a recital 
of instances of what he terms “sacerdo- 
tal despotism and official rapacity”’ 
under the Spanish régime. 
ing his report, Mr. Hykes says: 

"Gen, Otis, the military and civil 
Governor, said there can be no doubt 
of the great need of our work. The 
Spanish priests are thoroughly hated 
by the Filipinos, and their hold upon 
the people is gone. He would welcome 
the American Bible Society and any 
other missionary organization, and he 
would have much pleasure in giving us 
any help in his power. Admiral Dewey 
received me also most cordially, and 
spoke very freely and enthusiastically 
about opening mission work. He said 
he was anxious for the churches and 
the Bible society to come in and begin 
work at once. We could not come too 
soon.”

Secreary of the Interior Reported as 

About to Retire from Office. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—It is prob- 

able that Secretary Bliss will tender 
his resignation within a short time to 
the President. He has had the step 
junder consideration for some time, 
deeming it necessary that he should be 
free to devote more time to his large 
business interests. The resignation, it 
can be stated, will not be due in the 
least to any difference with the Presi- 
dent or his other advisors, but to Mr. 
Bliss’s reluctance, for purely private 
personal reasons, to continue longer in 
office as Secretary of the Interior. At 
the time he entered she Cabinet it was 
said semi-officially that he did not in- 
tend to serve out the term of four 
years, but would retire at some fitting 
opportunity. It is presumed officially 
that the announcement would not be 
made until the President has chosen 
Mr. Bliss’s successor.

THEY SEE THE POINT. In. dis- 
cussing existing conditions in the 


financial situation the London Statist 
thus recoginzes the possibility of heavy 
withdrawals of gold for America: 

“Looking at the more distant pros- 
pect, a return to very easy money cone 
ditions does not seem probable for a 
long time to come. Business activity 
@nd speculation in the _ States are 
rapidly increasing, and money is likely 
to become appreciably dearer in New 
York soon after the turn of the year, 
if not before. At the beginning of the 
present vyvear, it will be remembered, 
there was a great outflow of cash from 
New York into the interior, and with 
trade more active at the beginning 
of 1899 than it was early in 1898, the 
outflow of cash may be quite as great, 
if not greater. New York may thus 
be fram 
London. and we may witness a large 
outflow of gold to the States. The 
heavy purchases of American securities 
in London by New York is, of: course, | 
assisting us in settling our trade bal- | 
ance with the Stateg; nevertheless, our | 
indebtedness is so great, and ‘the! 
amount of securities which Europe is 
willing to sell is growing rapidly 
smaller, that we cannot hope to escape 
Sending much gold. Briefly, the posi- 
tion at the present time is this: Not- 
withstanding the large output of: gold, 
the gold reserves, both in this country 
and Germany, are low, while trade in 
both. countries is very active. Ger- 
many has been relying upon this coun- 
try for resources to enable: it 
to finance large trade and specula- 
tive operations: but in view of our 
own requirements, we have been com- 
PMelled to restrict the facilities pre- 
viously given to Berlin. To repay loans 
to London and to meet their own ex-: 
ceptional demands, the German banks 
have been obliged to borrow heavily 
in Paris. to cease discounting for 
Various outside customers, and to 
charge very much higher rates for 
loans.”’ 

The London paper errs in two state- 
ments. The West is not likely to 
draw heavily in New York for funds 
after the return of the vear. If money 
is in great demand at the East, the 
western banks are more likely to be 
in a position to accommodate their 
eastern correspondents. The sale of | 
American securities in Europe noted 
by the Statist was a fact a month ago. | 

But that is all changed now. Eng- 
lish capital is seeking reinvestment in 
these very securities. This, of course, 
pes due to a somewhat easier feeling in

ATTORNEY WRIGHT.

Eight Organizations Unite in Ar- 
rangements for an Indignation 
Meeting—The Objection is That 
He is the Attorney for a Brew- 
ing Company. 


- PASADENA, Dec. 13.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The agitation over the ap- 
pointment of W. S. Wright as City Attor- 
ney has taken organized) form and has 
grown to proportions which command at- 
tention. A committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of eight different local organiza- 
tions, chosen for this purpose, will meet 
Wednesday and make arrangements for 
holding a mass meeting and giving uttcr- 
ance to a public protest. This committee 
has been made up as follows: 

Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, 
Mrs. Margaret H. Parker; Anti-Saloon 
League, Dr. H. A. Reid; 1.0.G.T., L. B. 
Palmer; Young Men’s Christian Association, 
Dr. Solon Briggs; Christian Endeavor Union, 
A. I. Gammon; Baptist Young People’s 
Union,W. A. Brown; Epworth League, 1. J. 
Heynolds; Pastors’ Union, Rev. J. M. Hus- 
ton. 

The objections to the appointment of Mr. 
Wright are not in any sense personal or 
professional, but arise from the fact that 
ie is the attorney of the Los Angeies 
Brewing Company, and one of its stock- 
holders, and 

corporations whose interests are said to be 

often opposed to those of the municipalicy. 

The movement, now under such a h.ad 
of steam, has been gathering since Mr. 
Wright was selected for Acting City At- 
torney during Mr. Arthur’s first iimess. 
It took definite shape in the counci:s of 
the Woman's Christian Temperance U.xion, 
which enlisted the attention and coépe.:a- 
tion of the seven other organizations. The.e 
is such a _ strong’ sentiment, against the 
liquor business in Pasadena, that it was 
not difficult to arouse these people. They 
have expressed their views in a vigorously- 
worded pronunciamento, in which they say: 

“Our city has on record since December 
13, 1890, a rule that the marshal is not to 

“make any complaints before the recorder 
of violations of city ordinances without 
first consulting the city ,attorney. The 
brewery attorney (and City Attorney) has 
advised the City Council against a.lowing 
any city funds to be used by the maisial 
for detective service, and they thereupon 
disallowed the use of funds previously voted 
for such service. The marshal is thus seri- 
ously hampered in his efforts to detect and 
prosecute keepers of places for the uniaw.ui 
sale of liquors, places of gambling, and 
otber unlawful practices, and that is why 
sO many of them are able to continue their 
evil business in our city. 

A preliminary programme for the pro- 
posed mass meeting has been arranged fr 
submission to the committee whey it comes 
together Wednesday. The plan is to have

with regard to the City Attorney’s office; 
and an argument against the impolicy of 
appointing as City Attorney a lawyer re- 
tained: by other corporations such as em- 
poy the services of Mr. Wright.

Marshal will be invited to attend the meet- 

ing and to answer questions about the illegal 

liquor traffic here. 

Another instrument, already drawn up, 
is a petition setting forth that whereas 
City Attorney Wright is the attorney for 
“the Los Angeles Brewing Company, ihe 
Liquor Dealers’ Association of Los Angels, 
corporations whose business it is to increase 
the number of drinking saloons and build 
up their trade,”’ etc., etc., the City Trustees 
are requested to appoint another lawyer 
to that office, ‘in order that the city of 
Pasadena shall not be kept in attorneyship 
subjection to the Los Angeles liquor tiade 
interests.’’ Such a petition will be cir- 
culated for signature, and documents even 
more bristling than this have been 
pared for publicattion. 

A Times reporter tonight interviewed one 
of the City Council as to the reasons for 
Mr. Wright’s appointment, and he said: 
“Mr. Wright was chosen simply because 
we thought he could give the city the best 
service at the present time. He was Act- 
ing City Attorney when Mr. Arthur died, 
and had certain important matters in hand. 
We wanted him to carry them through, and 
we believed him to be the best municipal 
lawyer we could get. In justice to him, it 
should be stated that Mr. Wright did not 
want the office, and only took it at our 
urgent solicitation.’’ 

Said one of the leaders in the movement 

for a new City .Attorney, this evening: 

“The inconsistency of the appointment 
needs no comment. Beside being attorney 

for the brewing and liquor interests, Mr. 

Wright is counsel for other corporations 

which frequently come in conflict with the 
municipality...

MEETING OF CITY TRUSTEES. 

The Terminal Railroad’s new application for 
a franchise for a loop in the business part of 
the city was the subject of a ‘‘heap big talk’’ 
before the City Trustees this morning. A. R. 
Metcalfe, Esq., representing the Los Angeles 
and Pasadena Electric Railway Company and 
others, appeared against the application and 
asked that the matter be delayed for a week, 
till oertain partiy-prepared remonstrances 
could be presented. He declared that the 
granting of this franchise would be an in- 
justice to the old road, which operates a part 
of its line at a loss for the accommodation of 
the public, and is asked by this application to 
Hivide business on the profitable part of 
its territory with the Terminal. He urged 
that the hurried passage of the ordinance be- 
fore the board would be unfair to the large 
property-owners on the streets through which 
the loop would pass and who objected to it. 
Mr. Gibbon declared that it was of vita! im- 
portance to him to have the matter settled 
without delay, so he could order the rails and 
expedite the building of the proposed loop. 
All the questions at issue had been discussed 
and settied by the citizens and the City Coun- 
cil, he said. The attorney for the Los Ange- 
les and Pasadena road, he said, spoke as if 
his corporation owned the city and none other 
had any rights here. ‘‘When the Terminal 
bought the Altadena branch for $80,000, and 
then the present electric road went in and 
took our business away, we didn’t whine.”’ 
He explained that if he could order the rails 
within sixty days he could buy them with 
the rails for the Glendale branch, and he 
strongly opposed any delay. 

“There -will be more delay than you have 
any idea of; before you can run any cars over 
that loop,’ interjected Attorney Metcalfe. 

“IT have no doubt that you. will use every 
technicality you car to delay us,’’ retorted 
Mr. Gibbon. Severa} sharp thrusts were ex- 
changed by the two lawyers. 

A petition in favor of granting the Ter- 
minal’s petition was presented, with forty-one 
signatures of business men and others, in 
offset to the prote’t previously presented. 

Trustee Hoag urged ‘‘going slow; but 
Trustee Lockett and other members of the 
board said that all the straw had been 
threshed over and over again, and there was 

no good reason for further delay. The Trus- 
tess unanimously passed the resolution calling 
for bids for the proposed franchise, open up 
to 9 o’clock a.m., January 17.

DESCRIBED 
SLIT TRIAL, 


IN A 


Mrs. Kertherine Roller Asks to Be 
Awarded $25,00€C as Balm for In- 
juries Received in a Collision on 
the Denver and Rio Grande. 


The story of the Newcastle train 
wreck, illustrated with photographs of 
jumbled engines and charred coaches, 
was told yesterday in the United States 
Circuit Court during the trial of the 
suit for $25,000 damages brought by 


Dr. Otto P. Roller and Mrs. Katherine. 


A. Roller, his wife, against the Den- 
ven and Rio Grande Railroad for inju- 
by Mrs. Roller. 

The wreck occurred at night on Sep- 
tember 9, 1897. five miles west of New- 
castle on the portion of the Denver 
and Rio Grande between Colorado 
Springs and Grand Junction. There 
was a collision, the locomotives were 
reduced to scrap-iron, the cars were 
piled up on each other and burned, and 
in the crash Mrs. Roller, so the plain- 
tiff claims, received severe injuries 
and a great nervous shock. 

Atterney Monroe, the railroad’s law- 
yer, elicited from Dw. Roller the fact 
that after being detained at Newcas- 
tle several days by the wreck, he and 
his wife started on west; that they 
spent several days in San Francisco, 
going out from their hotel for their 
meals, visiting Golden Gate Park and 
the Cliff House, and riding on street 
cars; that they came to Los Angeles 
and while here went out for thetr 
meals and visited the home of Dr. 
Roller’s brother, and that it was not 
until their arrival on their ranch near 
— that they called in a physi- 

cian. 

Dr. Roller stated that he wished to 
consult a physician in regard to his 
wife’s condition before, but that Mrs. 
Roller would not permit it. He said 
that her condition became serious after 
her arrival on the ranch, and that she 


then consulted a doctor, and also went 


to Los Angeles to be treated. 

Mr. Monroe tried to bring out the 
fact that Dr. Roller had brought suit 
for $4000 to recover the value of goods 
alleged to have been lost in the wreck 
in the travelers’ two trunks. Attorney 
Lynn Helm, for the prosecution, 
quickly blocked these tactics, and 
Judge Wellborn sustained his objec- 
tions, saying that to open that matter 
would be to try a separate suit in 
connection with the one under way. 

Medical testimony and the evidence 
of other passengers on the wrecked 
train were also introduced. 


A LIFE SENTENCE, 


Train-robber Clyde Bennington 
Hopes for a Commutation. 

The next to the last chapter in the 
Oro Grande train robbery was recorded 
yesterday when Clyde Bennington, the 
lad whose confession cleared up the 
story of the crime, was sentenced by 
Judge Wellborn to life imprisonment 
in San Quentin. The final. chapter 
promises to be a less gloomy one, for 
United States District Attorney Flint 
announced in court yesterday that he 
intends to do all in his power to in- 
duce the President to order a commu- 
tation of the severe sentence. 

The severity of the punishment ocr- 
dered was unavoidable under the cir- 
cumstances, as the law stands that 
robbery of the maiis, in which the 
lives of the trainmen or passengers 
are put in jeopardy, can be punished 
by no less sentence than life imprison- 
ment. There are extenuating circum- 
stances in this case Which make clem- 
ency seem deserved. 

Bennington is a lad of 19. 
robbery was planned by Haile and 
Casner, two men of middle age, but 
the dangerous and uncertain work of 
putting their schemes into execution 
Was put into the hands of Toll Jones 
and Clyde Bennington, both young fel- 
lows. Jones was killed in the encoun- 
ier betwen the trainmen and the rob- 
bers, and the engineer also lost his 
life. 

Bennington turned State’s evidence, 
and by the aid of his testimony Haile 
and Casner were both convicted. Their 
only offense was conspiracy to rob 
the mails. The maximum penalty for 
this is two years’ imprisonment. Each 
man was given the full benefit of the 
law. Bennington, through his own 
confession. had laid himself open to 
the more serious charge, and yester- 
day he pleaded guilty. He is really not 
more guilty than his two accomplices, 
though technically in a worse posi- 
tion. and on account of this and be- 
eause of his youth it seems probable 
that his sentence will be commuted. 


Petition in Insolweney., 


Frank Miller of Santa Barbara yes- 
terday filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court a petition to be adjudged 
a voluntary bankrupt. His personal 
property. all claimed to be exempt, 
is valued at $390. He has no real es- 
tate. and his debts amount to $1124.50. 
Most of the debts are to tradesmen, 
to physicians, and to men from whom 
he has borrowed money. The case 
was turned over to Referee Henry P. 
Starbuck of Santa Barbara.
